GROWTH OF THE PETROLEUM 
TRADE IN THE FAR EAST. 


While the exports of refined petrole- 
um to England and the Continental 
ports, have materially declined during 
the past twelve months, and stocks are 
lower than ever before, the exports 
to the far East during the same 
time show a healthy and most 
gratifyingincrease. Bombay, Calcutta 
and the outlying towns are thus far 
the heaviest consumers of American oil. 
Up to the first of April there were 
shipped from New York the enormous 
aggregate of 1,138,427 cases, against 
586,912 cases for the same period in 
1884. One cargo of 48,600 cases was 
sent from Philadelphia. This shows 
that the use of American petroleum is 
spreading in the Orient with phenom- 
enal rapidity, and it will doubtless not 
be long erethe volume of business is 
doubled, or perhaps trebled. 

During the first three months of 1884 
the exports to China were 214,000 
cases. When March closed this year 
the clearances to that country footed 
up 680,111 cases, or more than treble 
the quantity exported in the first 
quarter of 1884. To Japan the exports 
were 455,889 cases, against 248,819 cases 
on April 1, 1884. Japan less progres- 
sive than China, did not double her 
consumption; still her progress in that 
direction was most satisfactory. To 
Java, Anjierand Batavia, there were 
exported during the same period 506,- 


440 cases, against 841,657 cases during 
the first three months of 1884. 

The refined petroleum trade between 
America and the Orient is steadily 
growing in volume and importance, 
and at this time the bulk of shipments 
is to China and Japan and other 


points in the far away East. The 
stocks at London which, according to 
late cables, are not more than suffici- 
ent to fill the local demands of con- 
sumers for one month ahead, are being 
gradually but certainly replenished. 
The same state of affairs exists at the 
Continental ports. During the ensu- 
ing three months it is expected that 
Europe, as well as the Orient, will be a 
heavy purchaser of American petro- 
leum.

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DECREASED IMPORTS OF LINSEED. 


The importations of linseed have 
fallen off considerably since January 
1, in comparison with the same period 
of 1884, the deficit up to April 1 
amounting to 146.442 bags or over 
double the total imports of seed during 
the first quarter of 1883. This is ac- 
counted for from the fact that last 
year recorded the heaviest imports 
since 1871, and the demand for linseed 
oil was not sufficient to enable crush- 
ers to work off their supplies of seed. 
Bombay seed has not entered into con- 
sumption here this year, but there are 
5,000 bags on spot and 20,000 bags to 
arrive, in comparison with 34,179 bags 
imported during the first quarter of 
1884. The bulk of the consumption is 
Caleutta seed. Stocks on the way by 
cable to March 31 exceed last year by 
18,000 bags, but this is more than coun- 
terbalanced by the small lot on way by 
mail in comparison with last season, 
the figures being 48,553 bags against 
130,638 bags. The estimated sailings 
for this month also show a decrease of 
60,800 bags from the April sailings of 1884 
and an increase of 10,000 bags over 
1883, The stock on spot is placed at 
5,000 bags, just double the amount re- 
ported this time last year, and the ag- 
gregate visible supply is figured out to 
be 112,553 bags, against 229,938 in 1884 
and 172,198 bags in 1883. The stock in 
all hands last January was somewhat 
larger than the same month of 
the previous year, being 137,500 bags 
against 97,785 hags, but deliveries for 
the quarter show a marked decrease 
especially during the past thirty days, 
having reached 39,011 bags against 83, - 
483 bags. Since January 1, the de- 
liveries for New York and Boston 
aggregated 135,490 bags in comparison 
with 274,717 bags same time last year. 
At this rate, the consumption for 1885 
will show an important decline from 
the previous twelve months, which 
reached 930,238 bags, and if prices for 
domestic seed are within the views of 
city crushers next fall, the imports of 
the foreign article may not be much 
above 1883. The market for the latter 
is lower than at the corresponding 
period of the past two years. We take 
the above figures from Crocker’s cir-~ 
cular of April 1- 
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THE ALCOHOL EXPORT TRADE. 


A review of the alcohol trade for the 
past three months shows an improve- 
ment over the same period of the past 
two years, but is still far below the 
business of 1882 and 1881. The wants 
of the different countries have changed 
somewhat since this time last year, and 
were distillers to depend principally on 
Germany for an outlet as heretofore, 
there would be little business to do. 
These facts are fully set forth in the 
quarterly review of the alcohol market 
ending April 1, as prepared by Mr. G. 
Speckel, whose interesting circular we 
give below. 

The exports of alcohol during the last three 
months have aggregated 22,680 barrels and 
since the opening of the season—October Ist, 
1881—34,206 barrels, or 5,860 barrels more than 
have been shipped during the same months in 


1883-84. Compared with the exportations of 
former years, this increase is however of little 





account. In 1880-81 for instance, the figures 
forthe same months have been 91,988 barrels 
and 856 puncheons, and the export trade ig yet 
far from satisfactory to either distillers or ex- 
porters: The overproduction of alcohol in 
Europe and the consequent low prices, are 
still the reasons for the continued relaxation of 
the American alcohol trade with foreign coun- 
tries, and as long as the supply in Europe will 
remain so largely above the demand, tbe 
American distillers have no relief of any ac- 
count to expect from foreign countries, and 
their only protection is their combination to 
limit the production and to keep the prices for 
home consumption ona paying basis. In near- 
ly every country the ‘istillers combine, to seek 
and obtain relief tn one direction or other, and 
everywhere in Europe the grea’ aim is to dis- 
pose of the surplus by shipping it to the neigh- 
bors. The few countries where importations 
are usually relied upon are therefore over- 
flowed with goods, and the question is who will 
make the most concessions. American distill- 
ers obtain now the equivalent of about 42 cents 
per gallon from the home consumers; they se!l 
for export at 26 cents. However low this may 
appear to them, it is not low enough to sell 
large quantities, and orders by which the price 
is not the essential object are required, to work 
off the small quantities they manufacture at 
that price. Had they more for sale, there is no 
doubt that they would not get as much; they 
would have to look for markets not open to 
them now, where they would not only have to 
compete with cheap goods from other coun- 
tries, but also where differential import duties 
areagainst them, A year ago the bulk of 
American exports went to Germany and the 
River Plate. France and Italy are our princi- 
pal customers this year, whilst the shipments 
to the former countries have nearly ceased. 
The following are the clearances for the last 
three months:—

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THE SITUATION IN THE THORN 
CREEK FIELD. 

There is no telling what a day in an 
oil fleld may bring forth, It was sup- 
posed up to last Friday, that the pos- 
sible limits of the ‘Thorn Creek pool 
had been thoroughly defined. Enthu- 
siastic bulls, while admitting that the 
production was liable to an increase 
by the completion of drilling wells in 
the known rich streaks, were morally 
certain that the limits had been com- 
pletely outlined. When it was an- 
nounced that the Ackerly well on the 
extreme southeastern border had come 
in large, astonishment was expressed. 
This feeling was further intensified 
when another Well close by commenc- 
ed to flow. The bulls were paralized, 
the bears werejradiant with joy, and 
the pyker was in his glory. 

Thorn Creek’s production, which a 
few days ago was down to 6,000 barrels 
per day, has again taken an upward 
turn and is now close to 9,000 barrels. 
Several wells in various parts of the 
pool are near the interesting point and, 
the production promises to be materi- 
ally increased within the next ten days. 
Instead of passing out as a factor in 
the statistical situation, Thorn Creek, 
fora time at least, threatens to bea 
thorn in its side. Those ofour read- 
ers who have watched the development 
of this phenomenal pool with its long 
string offierce gushing but short lived 
jumbos, will take with grains of allow- 
ance, the exaggerated stories sent in 
from the field. They will remember 
the tate of the Armstrong No. 2, once 
the largest well on earth,now silent for- 
ever in death.Others of the once great 
gushers which in their day startled the 
oleaginous world, have drifted into ob- 
scurity. Many have stopped produc- 
ing altogether, while others have de- 
generated into small and unimportant 
pumpers, 

All the white sand pools in the varied 
history of petroleum development 
have been treacherous and short lived. 
The rose which is plucked to-day fades 
tomorrow. Thorn Creek’s big wells 
have had short and tempestuous lives. 
Like the fragile flowe.s when once 
plucked from their stem they quickly 
fade and die away.The story of the past 
will be retold as thestory of the future. 

Although the ‘‘wildcat” fiend has 
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ravaged all the known and unknown 
regions in his mad search for oil, his 
work has had little or no effect in 
checking the constant drain on stocks 
in the custody of the pipe lines. The 
stormy month of March closed with an 
excess of shipments or deliveries over 
runs amounting to over 220,000 barrels 
against an excess of runs over deliver- 
ies of nearly 180,000 barrels in March 
1884, and of over 360,000 barrels in 
March 1883. Against this favorable 
exhibit the slight decline in the char- 
ters for last month as contrasted with 
the same periud in 1883 and 1884 is the 
only unfavorable obstacle which lies in 
the path of the producer. If the aver- 
age daily excess of deliveries continues 
at the figures which have ruled for 
months past, Thorn Creek will have 
to develop a phenomenal output to 
justify a depression of values based on 
commercial considerations. In the fol- 
lowing table the statements of 1888 and 
1884 are corrected from the preliminary 
reports; the figures for last month, 
however, are subject to a slight revis- 
ion when full reports have been re- 
ceived: 








nine cents, the highest price within 
the last ten years, and the market 
has remained about steady. Present 
contracts are being filled near that 
figure, but there is a strong disposition 
to demand a higher rate for fresh or- 
ders. The market is very firm at twen- 
ty-nine and thirty cents. 

The exports during the past nine 
months show that most of the stock 
has gone to Germany and Scotland, 
and that the increase in the wants 
from these two sources is considerably 
above any previous period. For the 
quarter ending April 1 the ship- 
ments from this port have reached 
111,005 pounds. The cause of 
this enlarged outlet is not eas- 
ily accounted for. Other commer- 
cial uses for spermaceti have not been 
discovered so far as we can learr, and 
the only reasonable hypothesis upon 
which to base the present movement 
is to be found in the suspicion that 
stocks are being concentrated in Glas- 
gow for future operations. Parties 
there have manifested considerable 
desire for months to control the entire

use has been found for it. If acon- 
centration of stocks is the meaning of 
the present movement, a buoyant 
feeling will be given to the market. 
The consumption here and abroad 
is not equal to the supply from 
regular manufacturers but if the an- 
nual yield of sperm oil continues 
to decrease, a universal scarcity 
of stocks will be the result. However, 
it is not like a crop which is good one 
year and a failure the next, and under 
these circumstances a corner would be 
very difficult to manipulate. 

Another suggestion may be found in 
the decreased exports of sperm oil. 
Last year, only 5,143 barrels were sent 
abroad, in comparison with 13,996 bar- 
rels during 1883. The foreign wants 
are still limited and it may be partly 
attributed to the importation of Amer- 
ican spermaceti instead of sperm oil 
from which they usually manufacture 
spermaceti to meet most of the grow- 
ing demands for making candles, 
matches and tapers. At all events, it 
is to be hoped that the enlarged outlet 
will continue uninterrupted, but some 
exporters claim that the demands have 
slackened for the season. We have 
sales of San Francisco spermaceti at 
twenty-nine cents for April delivery in 
New York. and oher sales of twenty- 
nive anda half cents for bulk from 
an eastern house. 


*Excess runs. 
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A BETTER SHOWING FOR MyNER- 
AL LUBRICANTS. 

It is gratifying to note an improve- 
ment in the foreign outlet for American 
lubricating oils We find by the month- 
ly statement of the Bureau of Statistics 
just to hand,that the February exports 
of mineral lubricants, including paraf- 
fine oil, exceeded the business reported 
for January, which, by the way, was 
below the same month of the previous 
year. February last’shows aggregate 
shipments of 1,060,346 gallons, against 
898,006 gallons for February of 1884, 
The difference in value was $25,362 in 
tavor of the month under review. The 
showing for the eight months ending 
last February is also encouraging, from 
the fact that the period named wit- 
nessed an unusual business depression. 
The quantity sent abroad during that 
time reached 8,232,128 gallons valued 
at $1,704,085, while the corresponding 
eight months of 1884 showed exports of 
6,982,098 gallons valued at $1,450,154 or 
a difference of 1,250,030 gallons valued 
at $253,931 in favor of this year’ 
During last ‘February New York 
shipped 984,328 gallons of mineral 
lubricants; Philadelphia, 36,948 gallons; 
Boston, 20,383 gallons, and Baltimore, 
16,946 gallons. There is every reason 
for an important increase since then as

IS SPERMACETI BEING CORNERED? 


The demand for spermaceti has been 
larger than the supply for some 
weeks, and as there are only four 
regular manufacturers in the United 
States, three of whom are in New 
Bedford, the total production is 
not sufficient to meet the wants from 
abroad. Contracts are now being 
filled which require the entire produc- 
tion, and outside orders have te await 
the convenience of manufacturers. 
The increase in shipments commenced 
last summer, and have continued to 
improve, accompanied by an advance 
in values. From eighteen cents for 
bulk last spring the market strength- | 
ened on account of the diminution of 
supplies and last fall found bulk 
twenty-one anda half gnts with the 
tendency upward. Last February it 
was found necessary to ask twenty- 


The Treasury Department has at 
last decided that the value of boxes or 
outside coverings containing castile 
soap are not to be included in the 
dutiable value of thesoap. For a year 
or more complaints have been made 
against the compulsory enforcement of 
the old laws requiring payment on 
outer coverings designed for the bona- 
fide transportation of goods and to be 
used for no other purpose. Some im- 
porters have paid the exactions of the 
customs officials without appealing, 
while others paid under protest, The 
appraisers: here were acting under the 
advice of the Treasury department in 
including the value of boxes, and had 
as a guide the letter of acting-secretary 
French to the Boston collector, dated 
May 7, 1884, which reads as follows : 

“The appraiser reports that prior to the pas- 
sage of the act; of March, 1883, castile soap was 
always sold in the foreign market by the box, 
the cost of the package being included in the 


price of the soap, but that since the passage of 
said act the cost of boxing has been separately 
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specified in invoices, although no change bas 
been made in the method of buying and selling. 
The changein the method of invoicing the 
goods does not affect their dutiable character 
and department is of opinion that your action 
was in accordance with its decision of February 
20, last.” 

This decision included the value of 
the boxes in the assessment of duty, 
and was worded as if the acting secre- 
tary had confounded the new with the 
defunct tariff Jaws. Section seven of 
the act of March 8, 1883, states that the 
value of the usual and necessary sacks, 
crates, boxes or covering of any kind 
shall not be estimated as part of their 
value in determining the amount of 
duties for which ,they are liable, pro- 
vided they are not of any material or 
form designed to evade duties thereon 
or designed for use otherwise than in 
the bona fide transportation of goods 
to the United States, When intended 
for other uses, the law prescribes a 
duty of one hundred per cent. adva- 
lorem. An appealin the castile soap 
case had been pigeon-holed for about 
nine months and is now resurrected 
and decided by the new officials in the 
Treasury department to the great sat- 
isfaction of importers, who have been 
waiting anxiously for a ruling to set 
aside the former opinion of acting sec- 
retary French. Considerable money is 
involved in the decision, and those who 
paid under protest will receive a refund 
of duties. 


THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS. 


A correspondent writes for informa- 
tion concerning outlawed debts, and if 
an action or suit can be brought by a 
creditor against a debtor to compel 
the settlement of an obligation, at the 
expiration of six years, the time limit- 
ed by law for the payment of debts. 
Suit must be entered within the pre- 
seribed time, or an ordinary debt can- 
not be collected legally in a particular 
State, but if a creditor gets judgment 
it is good for twenty years. For in- 
stance, neither the maker nor any of 
the indorsers of a promissory note are 
liable after the lapse of six years, un- 
less itis renewed or the creditor re- 
ceives written promises to settle. If 
the promissory note is secured by a 
mortgage on property of the debtor, 
the creditor can foreclose the mort- 
gage without regard to the lapse of 
time. The six years limit has no ref- 
erence to contracts under seal, such as 
bonds or leases which may be enforced 
within twenty years, and this privi- 
lege may be extended to notes or other 
contracts by simply placing seals on 
them. The only objection to putting 
asealona note would be to prevent 
its ready transfer by not being nego- 
tiable. The six years limit on a note 
or any debt, commences at the time 
when it is due or at the end of the 
three days of grace, and if goods are 
sold on one, two or more months 
credit, the time is computed from the 
end of the credit period. 

It should be remembered that only 
the right to bring a suit in a particular 
State is barred after six years, and that 
the statute of limitations of one State 
has no effect in any other State. A 
debt can be recovered in any court of 
the United States, no matter where 
the debt was contracted, but after the 
six years limit it is necessary for the 
creditor to sue in some other jurisdic- 
tion, and serve the papers on the 
debtor in some other State than where 
the debt was contracted and outlawed. 
The debtor must bein a State six years 
all told, in order to bar the creditor’s 
right to sue in that State. 

Business men have frequently com- 
plained that such a law often defrauds 
a creditor of a valid debt and leaves an 
opportunity for unprincipled men to 
escape meeting their liabilities. But 
it quickens the diligence of creditors 
and guards innocent persons from 
being betrayed by their ignorance or 


over-confidence in regard to transac- 
tions which have become almost for- 
gotten by age. 





CANADIAN TARIFF CHANGES. 


The tariff changes ordered by the 
Canadian Government, and which 
went into effect on March 3, include 
various articles in the chemical and 
dyestuff lines. The importation of 
borax under the free list is restricted 
to the unground article. Acetic acid 
which paid a duty of twenty-five cents 
per gallon has an additional twenty 
per cent. advalorem duty. Musk, sul- 
phate of soda, oil cake and white shel- 
lac are on the free list. Ground pum- 
ice stone is subject to a duty of twenty 
per cent., while lump remains free. 
The duty has been taken off bichro- 
mate of soda, crude acetate of alumina, 
iron liquor, copperas, and auxilliary 
indigo, while red prussiate of potash 
has been reduced from twenty to ten 
per cent. Spermaceti and whale oils, 
which formerly entered that country 
free, are to be assessed twenty per cent. 
unless the duties now charged on simi- 
lar products sent from Canada are re- 
pealed by other countries. The Cana- 
dian Pharmaceutical Journal says that 
codliver oil comes under this head. 
No change was made in sperm oil, 
which is still assessed at twenty per 
cent.

On Thursday night a fire occurred at the dry 
kalsomine und fresco paint works owned by 
Mr. H. M. Johnston, and located on Water 
street near Fulton street, this city.

Paper bottles are now made on a large scale 
in Germany and Austria, The paper must be 
wellsized and is composed as follows: 10 parts 
of rags, 40 of straw, 50 of brown wood pulp. 
The paper is impregnated or coated on both 
sides with 60 parts of defibrinated blood, 35 
parts of lime powder, and 5 parts of sulphate 
ofalumina. After drying, ten or twelve rolled 
leaves are coated again, placed over each other 
and then put into heated molds, The albumen 
of the blood forms a combination, on pressure 
with the lime, which is perfectly impermeable 
to spirituous liquors. These bottles are made 
in two pieces, which are joined afterwards. 


The Union Oil Co. has still in use at its New 
Orleans mill some of the box presses built for 
its Providence mill in 1856, by Messrs. Wm. 
Taylor & Son, of Brooklyn. The Union Co. 
pronounce the presses as still entirely servicea- 
ble and satisfactory, a result that is highly 
commendatory, not only of the system which

The greatest loss will te ex- 
perienced from the delay and stopping of busi- 
ness. Bone black or animal charcoal, fertil- 
izers, glue and neatsfoot oll is shipped from 
this factory to the East, the Gulf States, and as 
far west as the Mississippi line. Joseph B. 
Moore, Secretary and Treasurer of the works, 
stated thatthe company would immediately set 
about rebuilding. Mr. Moore estimated the 
value of the whole plant at $250.000. He said 
the actual loss was very hard to determine yet, 
as a thorough inspection of everything was ne- 
cessary before reaching any definite conclu- 
sion. He thinks the loss will not exceed $150,- 
000. The amount of insurance is equal to this 
supposed loss.-—Detroit News. 


OBITUARY. 


FRANCIS 8. MORGAN, 

The dreaded disease pneumonia has taken 
another victim from our midst, in the person 
of the venerable Francis 8. Morgan, who had 
reached the advanced age of 75 years. His 
familiar face bad been observed ia his custom- 
ary place at the estabiishment of Wing & Evans 
up to within a week ago, when he complained 
of feeling unwell and remained at bis house in 
Brooklyn, little thinking that the ailment 
would terminate fatally. He gradually became 
worse until Monday, when death ended 
his sufferings. Mr. Morgan has figured promi- 
nently in the chemical and dyestuff trades for 
about half a century, and at the time of his 
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death heldthe position of Secretary of the War- 
saw Salt Co. of this State, with headquarters at 
the office of Wing & Evans. Many a man of his 
age would have been incapacitated for active 
business, but Mr. Morgan possessed remarkable 
capacity for his special line of business, and 
found great pleasure in attending to his daily 
duties. His indomitable energy, perseverance, 
and retentive memory specially fitted him for 
an active career which was only terminated by 
death. 

At an early age Mr. Morgan identified himself 
with the chemical trade in London, and upon 
his arrival in this country entered the employ 
of G.B Morewooa & Co., importers of soda 
ash and other chemicals, as clerk. After sev- 
eral years of faithful service, he and a fellow 
clerk started into business for themselves un- 
der the firm name of Oliver & Morgan, dealers 
in chemicals, dyestuffs, etc. At the expiration 
of 15 years the partnership was dissolved 
and Mr. Morgan continued the business 
alone. He was the pioneer in the soda 
ash trade and was among the first to in- 
troduce caustic soda among the soap trade in 
this country. A few years ago he gave up the 
business, and at the time of his death only at- 
tended to his duties as secretary of the Warsaw 
Salt Company. His character was stainlese, 
and he leaves a legacy of an excellent name. 
Always of a modest and genial dc meanor, he 
won friends among all who had the pleasure of 
his acquaintance. He manifested an abhor- 
rence of ostentation, and disliked notoriety in 
the public press. For tnat reason he requested 
friends not to furnish material for an obituary 
as he desired to passaway quietly and without 
particular notice of his past life. The funeral 
is announced for Thursday at 10 30 A. M., from 
the Church of the Reformation, on Gates ave- 
nue, Brooklyn. 








ARTHUR WILLIAM DESPARD. 


The unexpected death of Mr. A. W. Despard, 
the well known drug and chemical broker, was 
announced last Monday as occurring at his 
residence on Downing street, Brooklyn, with- 
out any previous sickness or warning. He had 
been at business as usual on Saturday and at- 
tended church services both morning and even- 
ing last Sunday. He appeared in his usual 
health until shortly after day break on Mon- 
day, when he died from disease of the heart, 
aged 67 years. 

Mr. Despard was born in Ireland and came to 
this country with his parents when a young 
man. The family settled in Oswego, N. Y., 
and the first experiance of young Deespard in 
American business, was with the drug import- 
ing house of Dodge, Cumming & Co.,on Ful- 
ton street. Mr. RK. J. Dodge, the senior mem- 
ber of that firm, now of the firm of Dodge & 
Olcott. gave him a position as clerk in 1840 and 
he remained until 1852 when connection with 
the house was severed, to go into partnership 
with the late Wm. R. Thompson as drug 
brokers. They continued in business until the 
death of Mr, Thompson in 1857, when the firm 
of Despard & Kah! wasformed. Mr. John L. 
Kahl withdrew at the end of 1858, and since 
then the deceased gentleman has continued the 
brokerage business alone, He was a man of 
exemplary habits and won a reputation for 
honest dealing in all business transactions. He 
leaves a wife, two sons and one daughter.

Morality in Business. 


. March 30, 1885. 
Editor OL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

It is safe to say that at no time in the history 
of this country, have greater efforts been made 
to force business than at present. The facili- 
ties afforded by steam and electricity have 
created a desire to accomplish a great deal in 
the shortest possible time. This being the 
case, business men are apt to go beyond proper 
jimits to accomplish their objects, 

About the early part of last June, a stagna 
tion took place in all branches of business and 
the natural result was a downward tendency in 
prices. In many articles the declines were so 
great that not only heavy losses occurred to 
the dealer, but he could not even keep up the 
amount of his sales, in dollars and cents, to the 
corresponding months of previous years. 

While the cause of this state of affairs was 
easy of demonstration, it did not satisfy the 
ambitious man of business as we now gener- 
ally find him. The all-absorbing question was, 
what can be done? By the laws of trade—-sup- 
ply and demand—the question could not be 
answered to his satisfaction; hence, artificia 
means must be resorted to. 

One of these ‘signs of the times” is the or- 
ganization of the ‘Traders’ and Travelers’ 
Union” (co-operative) in New York city. 

A number of prominent houses in the vari- 
ous branches of trade, combine to induce buy- 
ers to visit New York to purchase their sup 
plies. They are usually houses that expect to 
sell to the Western jobbers, but such patronage 
is not sufficient for their ambition and they 
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aim to supply the retailers likewise. They do 
not seem to consider that if all the retail trade 
obtain their goods from New York, there will 
be no necessity for Jobbers in the West. 

Now this is an artificial method and is there- 
fore contrary to business morality: 

It is surprising that houses claiming to be 
high toned and exemplary in their busines af- 
fairs can join in such methods, 

There is but one reasonable solution to the 
question and that is, they do not give the mat- 
ter sufficient thought. As above intimated, 
every artifice employed to swell sales is in its 
very nature demoralizing and avils naught. 

It is evident, however, that all improper 
business methods cannot be charged to the 
merchants of New York. I have also known of 
cases in the West, where a house would pay 
the fares of a party to and from his place of 
business, for fear he might go to another city, 
where, by location, etc., he otherwise would 
trade. 

This shows an oyer-ambitious disposition to 
increase the volume of sales, and in view of 
the pernicious effects of such practices, I ask 
all respectable dealers to pause and reflect well 
before they resort to artificial means of stimu- 
lating trade. 

If we consider the remarkably low prices of 
nearly every article of merchandise—lower in 
the aggregate than they have been known at 
any time during the present generation, it 
seems to me that no reasonable man should ex- 
pect to keep up the amount of his sales in dol- 
lars and cents, much less increase them. 

Yet this appears to be the great desideratum. 

When goods decline competition is so bitter 
and expenses are growing; more strict and le- 
gitimate attention should be given to the vita] 
question of how to realize a net profit from 
business, instead of pursuing artificial and de- 
moralizing means of accomplishing this end. 

One evil begets another, and if any man or 
set of men are of the opinion that they can 

steal a march (soto speak) on his or their neigh- 
bors, without being discovered they are sim- 
ply making a great mistake, Festina lente.

Is Alizarine Assistant a Chemical 


Compound ?

Since reading your article of March 4th, 1885, 
ofaninoterview with Messss. Baker and King 
of Bloomfield & Co., first named— Baker—one 
of the native makers of a so-called alizarine 
assistant, and last named—King—the agent of 
the former, we had hoped that you would 
have looked into the matter and informed the 
consumers of the article, without leaving it 
with the interested parties to decide. 

As no one else has interested themselves in 
the matter, we would respectfully ask you to 
reproduce the letter of our Mr. Higgin of Oct, 
4th, 1883 (and published by you later), and chal- 
lenge an answer from any party who may 
know more about the article than Messrs. 
Baker and King appear to do. 

The same letter was presented to the Solicitor

The glycerine, 
without which an oi] cannot exist, has been 
wholly removed, and by no process at all with- 
in the limits of manufacturing chemistry can 
the glycerine and ricinoleic acid be made to 
combine again. No such recombination imi- 
tating exactly the original oil has ever been 
made in a chemical laboratory. For all prac- 
tical purposes, the castor oil as such has ceased 
to exist. The claim, therefore, “that by slight 
manipulation, the castor oil could be recovered 
in a state of purity and could be employed in 
most of the uses to which that oil is put.’’ can- 
not be sustained. Broadly stated, castor oil 
can not be recovered from alizarine assistant, 
and probably the domestic makers of castor oil 
know his perfectly well, but to suit their own 

urposes, put forward this claim with the ob- 
Joct of hoodwinking the Custom House au- 
thorities. Taking auother view of the case,a 
chemical analysis of alizarine assistant will 
show that it contains a large proportion of 
water, as wellas by no means inconsiderable 
quantities of soda and sulphuric acid. With 
what sort of justice can sucha preparation be 
classed as castor oil?

The Ives Protective Plan.

As was expected, my letter of the I4th ult.

his proposed protective plan for the retail 
druggists. Permit me to briefly reply. 

In answer to question No.1 he says: ‘* Yes, 
the plan is to pay the retail druggist the rebate 
after the sales are made, &c.” Next he says 
question No. 2 is answered in the above. Yes, 
it is, but I should say in a very unsatisfactory 
manner. Question No. 2 was, in sum and sub 
stance, as follows: “When will the retailer re- 
ceive the rebate on the goods he may not sell?” 
According to his answer to No.1, never. To 
the most important question he carefully 
avoided giving a direct answer that would have 
condemned his entire plan. 

He has evidently never given a single 
thought tothe protection of the retailer on 
these goods that fmay not be sold and which 
have been bought at an advance of 25 per cent. 
over the regular price. If the plan is not prac- 
tical enough to extend to the 5001 it isnot 
practical at all. Every retail druggist knows 
that proprietary goods are very uncertain 
stock to dealin. Selling like wild-fire to-day-- 
while being heavily advertised—to-morrow, 
next week, or next year—when not being ad- 
vertised quite so heavy—or when some other 
new line issprung on the market, they are to 
avery great extent dead stock. Retailers have 
enough to do to carry this constantly accumu- 
lating dead stock without having an additional 
tax leviedon it. His expression “towns with 
only one druggist in, asin Mr. W’s case,” don’t 
happen to apply to Mr. W’s case as it is not 
correct. We note the sneer—much obliged. 
In his answer to question No. 1 he says: “Allow- 
ing them an extra profit over any and all other 
dealers.’’ When this has been proven it will be 
time enough to assert it positively. As yet

An article in your paper of Sept. 12, entitled 
“The duty on alizarine assistant,’’ is based upon 
such an erroneous assumption, that I hope you 
will accord me a little space to endeavor to put 
the matter in the proper light. The article com- 
mences by saying that the importers of Aliza- 
rine Assistant, by entering their goods as 
“chemical preparations not otherwise provided 
for,”” have succeeded in getting them in at 20 
per cent. ad valorem, and then goes on to say, 
“as most of our readers are probably aware, 
alizarine assistant is merely castor oil that 
has been treated with sulphuric acid and 
an alkali, and its use is as a sort of 
mordant in calico-printing and dyeing. 
The process of its manufacture is very sim- 
ple, and the artieie when imported is little 
more than a refined article of castor oil. The 
domestic makers of this oil, have regarded the 
importation of alizarine assistant at the low 
rate of cane named, as an evasion of the duty 
on castor oil, which, under the new tariff is 50 
cents per gallon, equal to 10 cents per pound 
and is probibitory.” The above contains a 
fallacy. True, there is a method of refining 
oils by treating them with a very smail quan- 
tity of sulphuric acid—say from one to two per 
cent of their weight, which is sufficient to com- 
bine with and precipitate albuminous impurity 
in the oil, but not sufficient to decompose the 
oil itself, which after separation of the albumi- 

nous precipitate, and further treatment witha 
very small quantity of alkali, to neutralize any 
traces of sulphuric acid in excess, remains as 
purified oil, essentially the same compound of 
oleic acid and glycerine, which it was at the 
commencement. Far other than this is the 
manufacture of alizarine assistant, or to give it 
its proper chemical name, sulpho ricinoleate of 
sodium. In this manufacture a proportion of 
sulphuric acid is used, from fifteen to twenty 
times as much as where mere purification of 
the oil is aimed at. Decomposition of the oil 
takes place; salho-siyeeris and sulpho-ricino- 
leic acids are formed. Subsequent treatment

A telegram from Ukiah, Cal., under date of 
March 25, says: “Several oil wells have been 
bored during the past week within the city 
limits, resulting in the discovery of some ex- 
cellent crude petroleum, which will be for- 
warded to San Francisco in a few days to be 
tested.”’ 

The Cannonsburg Iron and Roll.ng Mill 
Company of Cannonsburg, Pa., drilled a well 
for gas. They encountered, at the depth of 
2,000 feet, natural gas in volume as strong as 
the famous McGuigin well, further west. This 
well is the second struck in that vicinity. The 
gas will be used to furnish fuel for the mill, 


During the month of February the export of 
petroleum was light. The amount of residuum 
produced was not excessive and all that came 
into the market was gobbled up by refiners and 
used in the manufacture of paraffine oil, for 
home consumption. For this reason no resid- 
uum was exported from New York during the 
month. 

Patrick Barrett and John Nevins were busy 
in one of the buildings of Lombard, Ayres & 
Co.’s oil refinery at Constable Hook, last Wed- 
nesday evening, when the gas in the building 
became suddenly ignited, and an explosion fol- 
lowed. Barrett and Nevins were severely burn- 
ed before they managed to escape. The build- 
ing was destroyed by the flames. The loss is 
$2,000. 

There was a little man,

The petroleum trade in the United States will 
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be interested to learn, as pointed out by Brad- 
street’s Berlin correspondent, that by the new 
German tariff the Bundesrath “is entitled to 
aliow the free importation of such mineral oil 
as is destined for refining or distilling” in Ger- 
many, under condition that the products when 
distributed in Germany are to be treated as if 
imported. More important is it that ‘ nothing 
more is heard of the intended higher duty on 
American petroleum barrels.” 


The recent failure of Gowland, Abraham & 
Co., petroleum wharfingers, London, is at- 
tributed to losses by leakage from about 200,- 
000 barrels of petroleum landed on the debtors’ 
wharf during the years 1883 and 1884. The only 
means of ascertaining the extent of leakage 
was by examining every barrel, and to do that 
took a long time. completely stopping all busi- 
ness at the wharf. They did examine a certian 
number, and found that the deficiency in 7100 
barrels amounted to 195 barrels. 


The oil men carried the day in the Pennsyl- 
vania legislature. When the Bates bill came 
up at Harrisburg last Tuesday, a number of 
speeches were made. Mr. Hulings presented a 
remonstrance against the passage of the bill 
from citizens of Venango county. which was 
matched by Mr. Bates, who presented several 
petitions for its passage from citizens of Mc- 
Kean and Crawford counties. On the final pas 
sage of the bill the yeas were 76 and the nays 
87. This kills the bill beyond all hopes of res- 
urrection. The Robertson bill which is be- 
fure the Senate, will probably share a similar 
fate. 


The oil market shows no signs uf bracing up 
or assuming a position in harmony with the 
healthy situation in the producing fields. 
Everything pertaining to the trade seems to be 
operating on reverse principles, If we were 
producing eighty thousand barrels of oil a day 
and piling up instead of depleting stocks the 
fractions might possibly assume a range more 
in sympathy with the intelligent opinions of 
the masses. But the wasses are nearly always 
wrong, was the remark of a veteran speculator 
yesterday who has been coppering public opirn- 
ion. He says the only change to come will ar- 
rive when some big field is thrust upon the 
trade.—Bradford Era. 


Mr. Aggar, an old oil country driller, says the 
Derrick, has recently returned from Wyoming 
Territory, where he has been working on some 
wells, in which several Oil City men are inter- 
ested. The place where the drilling is being 
done is 45 miles north of Ferris, which is the 
nearest post office, Two wells have been drilled 
to a depth of 800 feet, at which depth the oil is 
found. One well was making 40 barrels of 
lubricating oil. and there was a report of 
another well in another locality doing seventy 
barrels a day. Nothing but heavy oil bas been 
found so far, but itis claimed to be as good as 
that of the Franklin district. Ali machinery 
and the rig stuff was taken from the oil coun- 
try. 


Among the more important wells now pend- 
ing in the Thorn Creek field are the Producers’ 
No. 15 and the Gillespie wells. The former is 
on what is known to the trade as on the “half 
acre.”’ Itis thirty feet in the sand, consists of 
a wet hole showing oil, which is considered as 
indicative of a good producer. The location is 
near the Ackerly well. The Gillespie well is 
almost two miles in advance of the Clark & 
Sutton well on a southeast line, and the sand is 
reported as indicating an extension of the Mil- 
lerstown third sand belt. It is owned by Gilles- 
pie & Sons, of Pittsburg, and Messrs. Tate and 
Yeagle, of Bradford. It is understood that the 
well will not be worked for a mystery, but that 
it will not be brought in at present. 


In a recent interview A. W. Smiley, of Fox- 
burg, Pa., said that he is now negotiating with 
the English government for the construction 
of the pipe line from Suakim to Berber. The 
home officials cabled him for termsafew days 
since. He answered by cable that he would 
take $10,000 a year, which was at once agreed 
to. Mr, Smiley stipulated that he would only 
accept it on condition that he should take five 
of his men with him at $2,500 a year. This lat- 
ter proposition he said would be settled by cor- 
respondence with the home government and 
he is expecting an answer daily. Dr. Tweddle, 
formerly of Pittsburg, and who superintended 
the laying of the oil line for the Russian gov- 
ernment at Baku, is conducting the negotia- 
tions with the English government. 


Charles Sappin of Buffalo, formerly superin- 
tendent of the National Telegraph Company 
and superintendent of telegraph for the West 
Shore Road, is wanted by the police. It is 
charged that he has been speculating in petro- 
leum under the name of Jones and has been 
engaged in crooked work by which he defraud- 
ed brokers out of several thousand dollars. It 
is claimed that he was in league with the West 
ern Union operator in Oil City, who would 
send bogus quotations, understood by Jones, 
who would make trades onthem. In this way, 
it appears, he cleared $4,000 in a few days on a 
$10 investment with Thayer & Hastings and 
later $3,000 with J. Allen & Co. Jones, it seems, 
was dealing in lots of 40,000 and 100,000 barrels 
and this created suspicion, and he was refused 
further trade. It is thought that there were 
several persous concerned in the work. 


It has been the custom of oil inspectors under 
the new Iowa law to brand oil which they have 
inspected, “approved, 100 degrees flash test.’ 
The matter was referred to the State Board of 
Health and to the Governor, who referred it to 


the Attorney General. That officer in an opin- 
ion made to the Governor, says an inspector 
roust brand all oil at the exact number of de- 
grees he finds it to be, and to brand oil uni- 
formly at 100 degrees, or any other number as 
a rule, is unlawful and subjects such inspector 
to fine for misdemeanor and removal from 
office. Oil that flashes at 100 can not be ap- 
proved, but must be rejected. The object and 
intent of the law in requiring the exact flash- 
ing point to be put on the barrels, and the 
erasure of all other standards, was to protect 
consumers aod dealers against overrating oil 
by the refiners, and to have the inspection in 
Iowa show the actual standard. 


During 1864 transactions on the Oil City, Brad 
ford, Pittsburg and New York exchsnges ag- 
gregated 11,304,879,000 barrels, which at the av- 


-erage price of oil for the year, represented a 


value of $9,496,098,360. The production of oil 
in 1884 possible to be put into certificates that 
could be dealt in on exchanges amounted to 
20,400,219 barrels. The average daily runs for 
the year were 68,000 barrels, and the average 
daily transactions on the exchanges, 37,682,930 
barrels, so that the daily production of oil was 
turned over 554 times in the five hours which 
exchanges are open daily. From this it ap- 
pears that the average hourly transactions 
were 7,536,586 barrels. The average transac- 
tion per minute was 125,726 barrels, and per 
second, 2095 barrels. The transactions daily 
exceed the number of certificates by 19,682,930 
barrels. The brokerage on these transactions 
and the carrying charges amounted to about 
$16,000,000. The daily production of the oil re- 
gion was sold once every thirty-two seconds of 
the time the exchanges were open in 1884. 


The entire second floor of the brick block 
corner of Broadway and Beaver street, is now 
tenanted by the Tidewater Pipe Company 
(Limited), and its adjuncts the Ocean Oil Com- 
pany and the Polar Oil Company. The floors 
have been neatly carpeted and the offices and 
their occupants wear a cheerful and contented 
look. The furniture, partitions and entrances 
have been finished in mahogany, imparting an 
air of richness to the surroundings. The quar- 
ters in the Boreel block were too small, and as 
the adequate amount of room could not be 
secured, a removal to more commodious rooms 
became imperative. On April 1, while the out- 
side world amused itself with the traditions of 
all fools day, the removal was made.The new lo- 
cation,which isopposite the Produce Exchange 
and close to the Oil Exchanges, is a central 
one. The office of Manager Warren looks out 
on Broadway and Beaver street. Adjoining is 
the telegraph department, a small but cozy 
room. The desks of the Tidewater bookkeep- 
ers look out on Bowling Green and the Bat- 
tery. The large room adjoining that of the 
manager is reserved for the Ocean and Polar 
Oil Companies, while directly beyond and 
on the Beaver street side is the director’s 
room. Several of the apartments on the third 
floor are also sacred tothe uses of the Tide- 
water Company.

The 
rule stated will be subject to that limitation.

A Wholesale Druggist of the Olden- 
Time. 





JACOB SCHIEFFELIN (1790). 


There are in existence but few records that 
gives us a very clear idea of the drug trade in 
New York mnch beyond a half century ago, or 
at most, beyond the memories of the oldest 


living drug merchants. Of the men who con- 
ducted the business at the beginning of the 
present century,few living persons have any re- 
collection and their facesand and manners are 
by most of us judged from what we know of 
their methods. Our readers will, therefore, we 
are sure, share the interest we feel in the ac- 
companying portrait of the founder of the 
house of Schieffelin in this city. Our drawing is 
as faithful a reproduction as can be made 
without the aid of color, of a portrait done in 
pastel on parchment in the year 1790. when the 
subject was thirty-three years of age. Jacob 
Schieffelin was born in Philadelphia in 1757. 
His father, who came from Germany, was mar- 
ried at Philadelphia in 1756, the officiating 
clergyman being the Rev. Dr. Mublenberg, 
grandfather ofthe late Dr. Muhlenberg of this 
city, who founded St. Luke’s Hospital and other 
notable charities here. Jacob came to this city 
in 1780, and married soon after, we believe,a 
Miss Hannah Lawrence, one of the belles of 
the day anda woman of rare literary attain- 
ments. Subsequently he was engaged 
in business operations in Detroit and 
Montreal and in Europe, but’ returning 
later to New York he entered into 
partnership in 1794 with his brother-in-law, 
John B. Lawrence, and opened a wholesale 
drug store at No. 195 Pear] street, near Maiden 
Lane, and opposite what was then known as 
the “Fly Market.’”’ The firm style was Law- 
rence & Schieffelin. The latter seems to have 
been a very energetic and enterprising business 
man and was in favor of owning ships as well 
as handling drugs. His partner opposed this 
venture and upon this rock they eventually 
split. Mr, Schieffelin’s first piece of ship prop- 
erty made him $25,000 over her cost the first 
voyage, and with this profit he bought a farm 
adjoining that of his former partner and 
brother-in-law at what isnow Manhattanville, 
or about 125th street and the North River. 
When Mr. Lawrence retired from the firm, Mr. 
Schieffelin continued the business alone and 
under hisown name, until 1803 when his son 
H. H. was admitted and the style became Jacob 
Schieffeiin & Son. In 1813 the firm became H. 
H. Schieffelin & Co. Jacob having retired in 
favor of his son. The partners of H. H. 
Schieffelin were his sons 8. B, and 8. A. Schief- 
felin,who with another brother, and A. F, Ran- 
doJph, Jao D. Dix, and H. O. Huggins, con- 
stituted the firm of Schieffelin Bros & Co. from 
1849 to 1865. Jacob Schieffelin was the great- 
grand-father of Mr. W. H. Schieffelin, the 
head of tke preseut house, which was founded 
in 1865, Tothe last named gentleman we are 
indebted for the information concerning 
the subject of this sketch, and for the fol- 
lowing copy ofa bill which recently fell into 
bis hands,

Toughened Glass. 


Mr. Frederick Siemens, at the London Socie- 
ty of Arts, has severely criticised the invention 
of M. De la Bastie, called ‘toughened glass.” 

The author stated in his paper on what he 
terms “Tempered Glass’’ that the French pro- 
cess was not a real manufacturing process, but 
an addition to known methods of glass mak- 
ing. Articles had to be annealed first, and 
thereafter to be heated to such a degree asto 
render them soft; they were then immersed in 
a bath of heated oil maintained at a tempera- 
ture of from 350 deg. to 400 deg. C. without 
evaporation. Articlesso prepared were liable 
to burst suddenly into small fragments, either 
sponteneously or by sudden shock. 

The author’s own process consists in cooling 
the glass, not in proportion to iis surface, but 
to its yolume or capacity for heat. A sheet of 
glass of uniform thickness, having been heated 
uniformly to a sufficient degree,must be cooled 
on the surface of its two parallel sides, leaving 
the edges uncooled. The manufacture of hard 
glass depends, therefore on the principle of 
uniform heating and cooling. The author has 
now made hardened glass at the Dresden 
Glass-works for six years; the output has 
steadily increased more than 50 per cent an- 
nually, from £600 vulue in the first year, until 
last year it amounted to over £7,000.

Responses to the Charges of Fraud 


in the Naval Stores Trade. 


The New York Naval Stores Exchange took 
action last week on the communications re- 
ceived from Savannah and Wilmington, 
Charleston not having sent a formal answer. 
The result is given below, the papers being 
dictated at the meeting and the superintendent 
directed to torward them.

was charged against Savannah dealers as a 
class, and that the communication was not in- 
tended to accomplish the impossibility of 
making dishonest men honest, nor to claim a 
monopoly of honesty among New York dealers, 
but was intended to destroy the opportunity 
and means of cheating so far as possible which 
exist in your market, and are taken advantage 
ot by dealers North and South, which your 
communication admits; and that we adopted 
similar rules to those we recommended over @ 
year ago. and having proved by practical ex- 
perience, a long step in the right direction, we 
simply ask you to co-operate with usin trying 
our tested remedy.

Opinion of the Home and Foreign 
Glass Markets. 


As announced in last week’s issue of the OIL, 
PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER, Mr. J. Fitzpat- 
rick, the well known glass importer of this city, 
arrived home ou Monday from an extended Eu- 
ropean trip, dating from last January. His 
objective point was Belgium and most ot his 
time was occupied in the glass districts, with 
headquarters at Brussels. Last week, a repre- 
sentative of this paper called upon him for the 
result of his observations abroad. Mr. Fitz- 
patrick said he found it very difficult to place 
an order for glass, as the manufacturers would 
not entertain the prices offered and said they 
would rather give him the glass than sell at 70 
per cent. discount. Continuing, he said: “The 
factories only make glass on order and out of 
215 furnaces, 90 are idle for lack of orders. 
Those in operation are filling contracts for Aus- 
tralia, Japan and England. They have almost 
as good a market for glass in Australia asin the 
United States, and England is a very large 
buyer. Belgium also supplies glass to Canada, 
Central and South America, Italy, Spain and 
other markets, and with all these outlets the 
dullness is more pronounced than it has been 
for years. Window glass is positively selling 
cheaper in New York than in Belgium. Stocks 
there are very light and held too high for 
American buyers. Our last importation which 
arrived a few days ago, cost more than we can 
get forithere. The foreign market is about 
10c. a box lower than this time last year, but 
higher tban in 1879-80 for the reason that wages 
have increased 75 per cent. since that time and 
are nearly onthe same basis as in the United 
States. To do business at prices then observed 
would lose for the manufacturers about 60c on 
every hundred feet of glass. Of course 
it is understvod that the cost of man- 
ufacture is much cheaper in Belgium than 

ere. Unskilled labor, chemicals, sand and 
pots are all on a lower plane of values, and the 
facilities are better. In one factory I counted 

15 or 16 furnaces, and in another 12 furnaces, 

but only four of the latter were in operation. 

The operatives are not paid by the season, the 
only exception being a large works where the 
men had a yearly contract. The others can 
close and start: up at the option of the owners. 
As each furnace requires 50 men, you would 
surmise that a large army of workers were 
thrown out of employment by the closing of 
so many furnaces. But the Union regulates 
that by doubling the number of men at each 
working furnace and requiring every man to 
do half duty. The idle men are also supported 
by assessments from the employed. They have 
the most perfect trades union in existence and 
every week brings three letters from the 
American Ungon. Skilled labor is as high in 
Belgium asin America. I found the operatives 
to be a very industrious, economical, inoffen- 
sive and temperate class of people. They are 
well clad and live quietly, and comfortably. It 
is‘a remarkable fact that a Belgium woman 
was never known to drink liquor to excess, 
although you find them in the glass houses 
carrying rolis and making boxes, and sweeping 
streets in Antwerp. The people in that coun- 
try can live on one-half of what it costs 
here. Money is saved by all and only a trifle is 
spent for native beer, which is cheap and not 
intoxicating.” 

When asked for bis opinion regarding future 
prospects, Mr. Fitzpatrick said: ‘‘There is no 
necessity for domestic manufacturers selling 
glass solow. Itisa cut-throat game, but will 
not continue long as values must certainly go 
up. Present prices below cost 
of production and must either 
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are 
they 





advance or manufacturers lose heavily. The 
duty is the only salvation of American 
manufacturers; take that off and they could 
not survive. The duty ought to be re- 
duced a little. There is no luxury that pays so 
much to the Government as glass, particularly 
sheet glass, As regards the spring trade, I 
think it will be very good as indications point 
that way and all our customers look for an ac- 
tivity in business. There is one important in- 
dication which will result in great benefit to 
the glass industry and assist the spring move- 
ment. Capitalists have lost faith in ficticious 
securities since the recent panic and are 
investing largely in real estate as the basis of 
all security. The real estate markets every- 
where have been unusually active, and take 
our own city for instance, where more build- 
ings have been planned this season than dur- 
ing the past two years. Depend upon it, there 
will be more demand for glass at higher 
prices.’”’ 
























The Oil Report for March. 

The tempestuous month of March came to 
the fore with a decidedly bullish oil report. 
During the 31 days that made up the month, 96 
wells were completed of which number 14 were 
dry. The new production was closely estimat- 
ed at 3341 barrels. As compared with the pre- 
vious month, there was an increase of 34 in the 
number of wells completed and an increase of 
about 500 barrels in new production. At the 
close of March, 146 wells were drilling and 109 
new rigs up or building.

This shows an increase of 46 in the number 
of new rigs, seven in the number of old rigs 
standing a month or more and 33 in the num- 
ber of wells drilling, being an increase in the 
total of 88. March 31 last year, showed new 
rigs 240, old rigs 91, wells drilling 279—a total 
of 610. 

The entire ;roduction of the Pennsylvania 
and New York fields, with the adjacent wild 
cat territory, is approximated at 55,000 barrels. 
This estimate includes that oil which is dumped 
directly on the cars at Franklin and other points. 
Itis thought that the addition of 1000 barrels 
will represent the aggregate production of 

the Ohioand West Virginia fields. A well post- 
ed oil region statistician estimates the daily 
consumption at between 64,000 and 67,000 bar- 
rels. Thesame authority estimates the daily 
drain on the stocks above ground at 8,000 bar- 
relsand considers the situation as decidedly 
bullish. During thesummer there will beu 
decreased demand for oil for lighting purposes, 
but this, it is believed, will be counteracted in 
alarge measure by the use of oil stoves idle 
during the winter, and the consumption may 
be counted on at the rate figured. But before 
jumping at any conclusion the fact should be 
considered that the report shows a material in- 
crease in operations. 

Last month’s report showed an increase over 
the previous month, and the January report 
was in excess of December. As an indication 
of the future it may be said that Thorn Creek 
operators have over seventy locations made to 
the east, in advance of the Murphy and Mark- 
ham wells Twenty-one rigs, wells and loca- 
tions exist on that part of the Mangel property 
under control of Bolard, Thompson & Co., 
which has been cut up and sub-leased in luca- 
tions. Operations will be pushed harder than 
at any time before in the history ofthat prolific 
field, and as the territory promises moderate 
wells, the present production is likely to be 
maintained for some months, operators be- 
lieving that their wells willlive as pumpers of 
fair calibre for years, though possibly they 
may be mistaken. No important tests of terri- 
tory have been made this month, except the 
defining of Thorn Creek on the south 
by six dry holes. In Warren’ county 
dreparations have been made for an activ’ 





summer. At Tiona Fertig & Henne have made 
200 locations, have rigs under way on 25 of them 
and materials, and will run 5 sets of drilling 
tools allsummer. E. O. Emerson has 250 loca- 
tions and will operate them rapidly. W. Cham- 
bers will drill 50 or more wells as fast as possi- 
ble, and E. Strong & ('o. intend equaling this 
record. The territory is light but lasting. 
Clark & Foster recently sold 200 acres of Tiona 
territory, good for no better than 3 to 5 barrel 
wells, at $85 per acre, which is, to say the least, 
high figures. 

At Kinzua, in McKean County, Willard White, 
after some mysterious work, has opened a 10- 
barrel well, but considerable work will be done 
there at once, as the sand is only 700 feet below 
the surface, and drilling is done at 50 cents per 
foot. 

Balltown, in Forest County, is headed off by 
the Goff venture on tract 5,263. which found 
but 7 feet of sand, and but little will be done in 
Forest county. Bradford and Allegany have 
yet some territory to drill, and Bradford can 
increase her procuction temporarily by clean- 
ing out old wells. 

The Cogley Run district, in Clarion county, 
has developed several 25-barrel wells, which, 
in that section, are profitable, and operations 
are active. Wildcats are located on all sides 
and considerable territory may be developed. 

Mt. Hope, Venango county, is the scene of 
some excitement, owing to the 100-barrel strike 
of Galbreath & Co. last month, but it cannot be 
predicted whether or not it will develop much 
territory. 

a\t Martinsburg, the Boulder district prom- 
ises some development. The 22 deg. line which 
was killed by Mckee's duster last month has 
been abandoned, and fair wells are found on 
about a 35-deg. extension. 

The Macksburg, O. field is still increasing its 
production. No new territory has been added, 
but a considerable area of that which has been 
defined remains yet to be drilled. 

In Washington county preparations are going 
on to develop the territory. Several wildcats 
have been located in various directions from 
the Gantz well. Two are now drilling, three 
rigs are up or building and more will follow. 

In addition to these movements in the field, 
says a correspondent, who knows whereol he 
speaks, very little capital is “speculating”’— 
comparatively, of course—so that 8&5 cents may 
be the upward limit of values for some time. 
That is recognized as about cost. Speculative 
capital must be used to carry the surplus above 
that point. Below that it may always be a 
good purchase. The average price for the five 
years ending December 31, 1884, was about 8934 
cents per barrel.

Mexico, incloses a sample of a deposit in the 
State of Durango, some sixty miles from Par- 
ral. The sample is pronounced not to be 0zo- 
kerite, although apparently containing some 
carbonaceous matter. 

Mr. J. E. Clayton of Salt Lake City, Utah, 
gives an extended description of the ozokerite 
deposits in that territory, which will be found 
of interest, although the deposits have hereto- 
fore been pretty fully described in these 
columns. 

GEOLOGICAL SITUATION. 

The paraffine oil shales are found on the east 
flank of the Wahsatch range, the south flank 
of the Uintah range, and the west flank of the 
Colorado portion of the continental divide, or 
the Rocky Mountain range, especially that por- 
tion of it north of Grand River. These beds are 
Probably Miocene Tertiary, and at one time 
undoubtedly covered the entire area of the 
great inland sea now known as the sandstone 
country of Utah, Colorado, Arizona, and New 
Mexico—a region about 400 miles in length from 
northwest to southeast, and {200 miles or more 
in width from northeast to southwest, 

At the close of the Tertiary age, the elevation 
of the Wahsatch, Uintah,and Colorado ranges 
especially that portion known as the San Juan 
Mountains—gave a new outlet to the waters of 
this basin through what is now known as the 
Colorado Canon, one of the deepest gorges in 
the world. The vast flow of water during the 
“flood Eperiod” immediately following these 
great geological disturbances at the close of 
the Tertiary age—which, later on, merged into 
the Glacial epoch—gradually cut down this 
outlet, so as to drain out the entire basin. Then 
began the process of denuding the upper beds 
of the basin itself, by first cutting deep chan- 
nels on the principal lines of drainage into the 
main outlet, and smaller ones later on, gradu- 
ally extending back to the flanks of the sur- 
rounding mountains, until at the present day, 
itis perhaps the most wonderful system of 
“box canons” and deep gorges known on this 
continent or in the world, 

BITUMINOUS SHALES. 

The Tertiary shales have been swept away 
from all the central areas of the old basin; but 
in the higher plateaus along the flanks of the 
ranges, between the deep canons, and even to 
the summit of the Wahsatch range in many 
places, these Tertiary oil shales are found cov- 
ering large areas of country. 

A peculiar feature of these oil shale beds is, 
that they are not equally rich in paraffine or 
wax. In some localities, they are very thick, 
and rich in oil, but poor in paraffine, and the 
exudations along the flanks of the canons are 
simply asphalt, with little or no paraffine. In 
other localities, the exudationsare wax-likeand 
rich in paraffine; but I do not know of any lo- 
cality where the wax exists in any considerable 
deposits. In all the localities that I have ex- 
amined in the Wahsatch range, about the 
heads of Spanish Fork Canon, and the heads of 
Price River (including White Riyer and Fish 
Creek, its principal tributaries); the wax occurs 
as exudations from the shale-beds that have 
been cut by ravines so as to expose sections of 
the beds, or where they have been folded by 
the upheavals, and their'edges exposed by de- 
nudation. 

In stulying the underlying as well as the 
overlying beds, I find, below the richest zone of 
shales, a series of compact beds, in places ag- 
gregating in thickness 100 feet or more, that 
are full of fresh-water fossils, of the usual Ter- 
tiary type. The shells in some bands form the 
major part of the mass. The shaly portion is 
dark or blackish, in fresh fractures, and con- 
tains more or less oil. In some cases, thin 
splinters of it can be lighted with a match, 

Overlaying these fossil beds is a very fine 
clay shale with very few fossils in it, varying 
in thickness from five or six to twenty feet or 
more, which is very rich in oil, and, in some 
localities, rich in paraffine, both as impregna- 
tions and in very thin scales and films between 
the thin laminz and the shales. 

This upper bed of oil shale is remarkably 
tough. Weathered samples assume a grayish 
or brownish-gray color, and divide readily into 
thin sheets, and will warp in the sun like thin 
sheets of wood. There seemsto be no sand or 
grit in them. One can saw them as readily as 
if they were boards. Above this is a continua- 
tion of what appears to be the same close- 
grained clay shale, of a dove color, many feet 
ip thickness, say from 20 to 40 feet, but con- 
taining no oil or paraffine. The oil appears to 
have penetrated a few feet into this overlaying 
clay shale from below, in some places impreg- 
nating it from 10 to 20 feet,while in other places 
not more than a foot or two. 


ORIGIN OF THE OZOKERITE, 

These facts seem to indicate that the oil is of 
animal origin from the underlying fossil beds 
above mentioned. Be that as it may, the facts 
are substantially as I have stated them. 

Why these beds can give crude oil andasphalt 
insome localities,and paraffine oil in other places 
is a conundrum not yet answered. The best 
Paraffine shales yet found are near the rim or 
outer edge of the old Tertiary lake or sea. 
Here large lagoons or lakelets may have been 
filled with fresh water, and the vegetable slimes 
and mosses were sufficiently abundant to feed 
the myriads of mollusca that became periodi- 
cally entombed in the muddy ooze of the shal- 
low lakes or lagoons that were more or less 
isolated from the main body of water, thus giv- 
ing more organic remains of the right sort in 
some localities than in others. 

The facts seem to warrant the suggestion, 


that the local conditions gave an abundant 
type of organiclife of the right kind in some 
places; while in other localities, the vegetable 
and animal life produced oil almost destitute 
of paraffine. 

A careful investigation of the fossiliferous 
beds underlying the different varieties of oil 
impregnations would throw some light on the 
subject. It might possibly reveal the true 
origin of all the fossil oils, as well as the causes 
that have produced the different varieties of 
oil in the same zone of beds, only a few miles 


apart. 
ECONOMIC VALUES. 


No deposits of “mineral wax’’ have been 
found in this old Tertiary basin that equal in 
richness or purity the ozokerite deposits of 
Galiciain Austria. Such deposits may exist 
somewhere in this large stretch of the Tertiary 
beds of the Rocky Mountains; but they have 
not yet been discovered. In the light of our 
present knowledge, I am inclined to believe 
that the only way to get the paraffine in large 
quantity is to distill the shales on a large 
scale, by a similar process to that now used in 
Scotland. The deposits of wax are small, and 
scattered over large areas of country. Hence, 
the collection of the impure varieties of 0z0- 
kerite found in Utah could not be relied upon 
to supply any considerable demand. 

Systematic explorations by boring and other- 
wise may reveal] rich deposits of the minera): 
but this requires the employment of special 
skill and the expenditure of considerable sums 
of money. All I can say about it now may be 
summed up in this. That it is a promising field 
for such explorations; but in my opinion, the 
distillation of the shales must be finally relied 
upon for the pruduction of any large supply uf 
parafiine.

Fat Rendering Establishments 
Brooklyn. 


The following is the text of a bill introduced 
into the legislature last week by Senator Dag- 
gett: 

Section 1. Hereafter in the City of Brooklyn, 
all persons engageiin the business of melting 
or rendering of fat, tallow or lard, or in the 
boiling of offal, swill, bones, fat, tallow or lard, 
or of bone crushing, bone boiling, bone grind- 
ing, bone burning, shell burning, gut cleaning 
or the skimming or making of glue from any 
dead animal or part thereof, or of storing or 
keeping of scrap, fat or grease, or any animal 
matter, shall so conduct such business that no 
offensive or injurious odor shall be emitted 
from their premises. 

Sec. 2. No fat, tallow or lard shall be rendered 
within the limits of the city of Brooklyn except 
when fresh from the slaughtered animal, and 
that no tainted or sour animal matter shall be 
used in the manufacture of articles of human 
food; nor shall any person use the sewers of 
the city of Brooklyn to carry off offensive waste 
or refuse from any manufactory. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating the provisions 
of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction of such misde- 
meanor upon the testimony of neighboring 
residents before a police magistrate or a justice 
of the peace of the said city of Brooklyn, in the 
manner provided by existing laws, shall be 
sentenced to imprisonment for not less than 
one nor more than six months, or to pay a fine 
of two hundred and fifty dollars, or both, at 
the discretion of such magistrate. 

Business Prospects in California. 

The Spring trade is at our very doors, ex- 
claims the San Francisco Herald, and the 
Chronicle has been interviewing ascore or more 
of our business men to ascertain by personal 
application the causes and cures for the present 
depression, and to this end they give to the 
public the views of leading merchants, me- 
chanics, bankers and manufacturersin relation 
to the present and prospective status of their 
several business callings. ‘*The result is ofa 
more satisfactory character than we had been 
led to consider. The diversion of our northern 
trade is dwelt upon as but temporary in its na- 
ture, while the southern traffic is admitted to 
have fallen legitimately to Los Angeles and 
other southern towns by reason of increased 
and increasing railroad connections with the 
southern portions of this continent. Competi- 
tion among jobbing mercbants and traders is 
great by reason of the large number of mer- 
cantile houses competing earnestly for the 
trade of the Coast, and by reason of this run- 
ners and drummers are sent out to scour the 
country for customers for their several lines of 
goods, wares and merchandise, and in doing 
this great expenses are incurred; and what is 
more, this kind of competition is met with men 
of like character from Chicago and other east- 
ern manufacturers and traders, all greedy for 
spoil, all seeking to undersell each other, and 
thus sacrifice the little profit that naturally ac- 
crues therefrom.”’ 

We have thus far during the calendar year, 
says the San Francisco Herald, had a most re~- 
markable season; at its opening a heavy rain- 
fall cheering the hearts of all, giving us assu- 
rances of a year of plentiful crops. But for 
some six weeks past we have had continuously 
dry weather, warm and pleasant, devoid of 
wind and fogs,and in some degree dispelling 
the bright hopes that were early engendered in 
the minds of the people that we were destined 


in 





to the enjoyment. of a year of plenty. Now 
the agriculturist is praying for rain—more rain 
isthe cry from all quarters. The plowman 
finds it difficult to break the dry upper crust of 
the soil, the grass begins to wither, and all na- 
ture shows the need of moisture. Will it 
come? We have the promise of the early and 
the later rains, and our past history gives us 
good reason to hope for its early advent. Our 
exports for February by sea, of produce and 
merchandise show a considerable increase over 
those of a corresponding month last year, and 
of treasure and merchandise for January and 
February of 1885 a large increase over that of a 
like period in 1884, being an increase this year 
of some $4,350,000. How long this increase will 
continue none can tell, but judging from the 
present dullness it cannot long endure, 


Review of California’s Oil Business. 


“The business of the past year in oilsand paints 
did not fall behind as much as did that of other 
lines of trade,’’ remarks the San Francisco 
Journal of Commerce. 

The output of coal oil was not less than that 
of 1883, while other oils kept up their own. 
There were, however, lower prices. The esti- 
mated distribution of coal oil on the coast for 
the year was five million gallons, worth say a 
million dollars. Add to this the crude Califor- 
nia product, of say another million, and we 
have here two millions of dollars as the value 
of this department of our oil trade during the 
year. 

The imports of kerosene during 1884, were 
2,986,738 gallons, against 3,073,000 in 1883, 1,048,- 
290 in 1882 and 708,790 gallons in 1881. 

The Continental Oil and Transportation Com- 
pany is one of our leading oil companies. It 
has branches establishedin the principal cities 
of the coast to receive oil from the oil flelds of 
California and the East. The company reports 
large and increasing sales. It has been making 
some changes during the year, the President, 
I. E. Blake has removed his headquarters to 
Denver. Mr. Geo. Loomis, the well known 
merchant, and vice-president of the Company, 
represents the business of the company at San 
Francisco as headquarters for the Pacific Coast 
department. Mr. E. H. Forester, formerly the 
superintendent at Sacramento City. has been 
appointed manager at San Francisco office. 
The company has patent tank cars and all the 
most improved facilities for distribution of the 
oil to the large trade built up on this coast. We 
notice that a lubricating department has been 
added which makes a specialty of all kinds of 
earth oils.

In addition to this, 2,657,053 gala were received 
in other parts of the State, so that the distribu- 
tion was exceptionally large, especially in the 
interior, 

The imports of 1884 were almost the same as 
those of 1883, so far as Ban Francisco was con- 
cerned, while that coming to the interior was 
far ahead of that year. There wasa yery good 
business done, but there was no great activity 
allthe year through. There were several sales 
by auction during the year, at which low prices 
were established, On May 19 2064 cases were 
sold at 17%c. It was what is known as the 
Standard brand. On June 19 there were 2500 
cases put up to public competition, but only 
950 cases faucet cans, 135 deg. fire test sold at 


‘1ik¢c. Later during the same month there 


were sales of 1000 cs, 150 deg. fire test and 1300 
do. 135 deg. fire test at 17c. In the fall there 
was an advance in the price of 2@5c on various 
brands. The market closes in good condition. 
The production of California continues with 
increased development each year.

This year (1884) Mr. Lyman Stewart, of the 
firm of Harrison & Stewart, informed the State 
Mineralogist that the Pennsylvania Company 
of which he is a member, had invested in Pico 
Canyon and elsewhere in Los Angeles and 
other counties, $136,000, a large portion of 
which is aloss. They sunk six wells in the 
Pico Canyon and one in Santa Paula, all of 
which are dry holes. Mr. Stewart is from 
Titusville, Pa. He brought out thirty men, all 
skilled workmen. Some of the wells sunk by 
them were very deep. He said that if he could 
obtain oil in one well the company would soon 
make up the loss. They are now boring in Pico 
Canyon, near the Pico well. 

At Pico Canyon, seven miles southeast from 
the town of Newhall, Los Angeles county, the 
Pacific Coast Oil Company have sunk a number 
of wells, 16 of which are producing more or 
less oil, none of them yielding as much as 75 
barrels per day. Besides the wells already pro- 
ducing, several others are being put down, 
The borings here reach to various depths,many 
of the wells being down over 1,000 feet. Sev- 
eral have been sunk from 1,200 to 1,600 feet, 
and one has reached a depth of 1, 900 feet.

WINDOW GLASS 

The continued unsettled weather throughout 
the country has a tendency to restrict business 
to some extent, This, however, will soon be 
overcome, as the near approach of the season 
when outdoor work usually begins, an im- 
proved demand may be expected. to follow, as 
isseen by the number of orders which are daily 
being received for shipment early in May. For- 
eign window glass isashade firmer under ad- 
vices of astronger market abroad and acur- 
tailment of the shipments, though stocks on 
the spot are ample for present requirements, 
Discounts are now quoted at 70 and 5 by some 
holders though the larger part are not naming 
better than 70. The tone of the market is one 
of strength rather than weakness as has char- 
acterized it for some months past, and the ten- 
dency is toa higher range of values, as stocks 
in jobbers’ and consumers’ hands are reported 
as being unusually light; this fact being well 
known to holders they are not disposed to 
press sales at the moment, especially when 
prices are below the cost of importation, but 
prefer to hold and waite the inflow of orders 
that are sure to come later on, when 
they may be abie to obtain an advance 
upon present values. The closing of so many 
factories throughout the country has given a 
firmer tone to the market for American win- 
dow glass and in some cases values are consid- 
erably higher. The curtailment of production 
will no doubt have a perceptible effect sooner 
or later, even though stocks in manufacturers’ 
hands are ‘“immense,”’ as reported by the vari- 
ous dealers. The discounts range from 75 and 
75and5 for single and 75 and 10 for double, 
though some holders decline to sell except ina 
small way at these figures. From Philadelphia 
the outlook is better and there has been a 
gradual stiffening ot the market if not quitea 
general advance in prices, while from Pitts- 
burg and the West ‘‘the demand for window 
glass is slow. the protracted cold weather keep- 
ing builders from completing their contracts, 
Though the informal meeting of manufactur- 
ers held recently at New York decided to leave 
the question of a shut-down to the option of 
individual manufacturers, it is generally be- 
lieved here that the houses will all suspend 
about May 1. Discounts are 70 and 5 and 75 and 
5 on local orders and 75 and 75 and 10,single and 
double respectively, on car load lots f o b at 
factory.”’

Beyond the usual jobbing demand there is 
not much to be said as regards either the 
French or English plate glass. Consumers are 
not purchasing to any extent beyond present 
requirements, though several inquiries are in 
the market for parcels to be delivered 
early in May. Stocks on the spot are ample 
and with other shipments on way will be 
sufficient to meet the wants of the spring trade 
and the strong campetition of the home mak- 
ers.

Important Aniline Decision in 
England. 


We clip from the London Times of March 
16th the following report of a decision lately 
rendered in the case of Badische Anilin versus 
Levinstein, involving the fast reds which were 
the subject of litigation here some years ago: 

“Judgment in this case, reserved on the 6th 
of December, was delivered this morning. 
Loid Justice Baggallay differed from Lords 
Justices Bowen and Fry, and agreed with Mr. 
Justice Pearson, from whom the appeal was 
brought. It is understood that the case will 
be taken to the House of Lords. Many days 
were occupied in the hearing in both Courts and 
agreat deal of technical knowledge of chem- 
istry was involved. The questions were 
whether the plaintiffs’ patent dated in 1878 for 
‘improvements inthe production of coloring 
matters suitable for dyeing and printing’ was 
valid, and whether, assuming it to be valid, the 
defendants had infringed it. The plaintiffs 
claimed an injunction to restrain the defend- 
ants, Messrs. Levinstein, who are manufactur- 
ers of materials for dyeing, from manufactur- 
ing,selling or making any profitable use of any 
dyes or coloring matters being the same as the 
‘Fast Blackley Red’ sold by the plaixtiffs, or 
any dyes or coloring matters made according 
to the plaintiffs inventions. or by; any process 
being a colorable imitation thereof. A fact of 
some public interest was stated during the 
hearing of this case, which was that the manu- 
facture of chemicals used for dyeing purposes 
is almost entirely in the hands of Germans,who 
make immense profits by the sale in England 


of these most necessary articles. The 
plaintiffs, by their specification, stat- 
ed that their invention consisted in 


the production of red and brown coloring mat- 
ters, in chemical language termed the *sulpho- 
acids of oxyazonapthaline.’’ They then des- 
cribed their processes and the nature of their 
invention. The objections raised by the de- 
fendants was that the specifications did not 
sufficiently describe and ascertain the nature 
of the alleged invention, or in what manner the 
same was to be performed, and did not suffi- 
ciently distinguish which of the matters and 
things therein described were claimed to be 
new, and that the specification was in other 
respects vague and insufficient. Scientific wit- 
nesses gaye evidence on both sides, and an ex- 
periment was performed before Mr. Justice 
Pearson on behalf of the defendants which bore 
out their contention, but the plaintiffs con- 
tended that: it was not .properly carried out 
Experiments were then directed to be per- 
formed by Professor Roscoe, who reported the 
results to the Court. After this report had been 
made to the Court and communicated to the 
parties, this further contention was raised. It 
was said by the defendant Ivan Levinstein that 
he really and truly carried out his manufacture 
of the several articles by a totally different pro- 
cess from that described in the plaintiff’s appli- 
cation, and that he was willing to communicate 
what he termed his secret process to the plain- 
tiffs if they would undertake not to divulge it. 
The plaintiffs declined to give the required un- 
dertaking, and after much discussion, it was 
proposed by the judge and approved by the 
counsel on both sides that the secret process 
should be stated to the Court in private, and 
accordingly the arguments were continued for 
three days in the Court with closed doors. Mr. 
Justice Pearson decided in favor of the plain- 
tiffs, and the defendants appealed, 
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“ Lord Justice Baggallay regretted that there 


was a difference of opinion between the other 
members of the court and himself, and in the 
circumstances could not but doubt the accura- 
cy of his own views, but. having regard to the 
possibility of the case being carried further, he 
felt that the parties were entitled to havea 
statement of the considerations upon which 
his opinions were based. The plaintiffs de- 
scribed their invention as consisting ‘in the 
production of red and brown coloring matters, 
which in chemical language may be termed the 
salpho-acids of oxyazo-naphthaline.’ Their 
proceeses involved the combination of naph- 
thylamine and naphthol, derivatives of naph- 
thaline, a by-product formed in ‘the manufac- 
ture of coal gas, leaving coke residuum. One 
of these products was benzene (also called ben- 
zol), and one of the derivatives of benzene was 
aniline, from which by different oxydizing 
agents the well-known mauve or purple dye 
had been obtained as early as 1856 His Lord- 
ship then traced in detail the further discover- 
ies to which chemists had been led in the for- 
mation of analagous dyes, and went on to de- 
scribe the plaintiffe’ processes. At the date of 
the plaintiffs’ patent two isomeric forms of 
naphthylamine were known and distinguished 
as A and B, and it was objected by the defend- 
ants that the specification did not show which 
form was to be used in their processes. After 
exhaustively going over the evidence on this 
point, his Lordship stated that he agreed with 
Mr. Justice Pearson that the objection was not 
well founded. His Lordship then dealt with 
the defendants’ contentions that the invention 
was not novel, that the specifications was in- 
sufficient and misleading, and that the’claim was 
too wide. On all of these questions his Lordship 
agreed with Mr. Justice Pearson. Inthe course 
of his observations he expressed his regret 
that attempts had been made to lessen the value 
of Sir Henry Roscoe’s experiments and report. 
His Lordship was, moreover, of opinion that 
Mr. Levinstein’s process was an infringement 
of the plaintiffs’ patent, and that his success 
proved the practicability of the p'aintiffs’ pro- 
cess as described in the specification. His 
Lordship concluded a judgment which took 
over an hour to read by repeating his regret at 
the difference of opinion between himself and 
his colleagues, and stated that their views must, 
of course, prevail, and the appeal be allowed 
with costs. 

“Lord Justice Fry then read the judgment of 
himself and Lord Justice Bowen. He said that 
almost every point which could be taken in 
answer to an action for infringement of a 
patent had been raised, and that very numer- 
ous questions of more than usual difficulty had 
been discussed. After an exhaustive state- 
ment of the processes and of the nature of the 
chemical] questions which were involved, and 
after remarking on the defects in the plaintiffs’ 
evidence, his Lordship stated the conclusion of 
himself and Lord Justice Bowen so be that the 
plaintiff's specification left the reader to dis- 
cover for himself which of many processes he 
would pursue, and to do this by means of ex- 
periments. The specification was ambiguous, 
and no one was shown to have used the patent 
till after the defendant had found his way to 
the result after long and patient experiments. 
The specification fappeared to be a kind of 
drag-net, sweeping into its wide ambit all the 
isomers of the sulpho-acid of oxyazo-naphtha- 
line without regard to whether they were good 
bad, or indifferent. After stating in detai 
their Lordships’ other reasons for differing 
from the opinion of Mr. Justice Pearson his 
Lordship said the action must be dismissed with 
costs in this Court and in the Court below.”’

Cochineal—Arrivals continue on-a very lim- 
ited scale, and we estimate that at present only 
about 150 bags cochineal are left here in first 
band and other 4@500 bags in second hand. The 
feeling continues very firm, good greys, in 
single bagging, being kept at fr335 per kos 
fob. 

Licorice rowts- Tortosa’root as well as Lev- 
ant are still wanting altogether on our market, 
and we fear no fresh supplies will be received 
before next summer. Of Malaga root a bal- 
ance of about 10,000 kos remains here which 
continges to be kept at fr36 per 100 kos fob. 
Gentian root, best Savoy. are in limited re- 
quest, and holders in the interior appear desir- 
ous to sell now at fr45 per 100 kos f o b, some 
small lots being offered even at fr4250 per 100 
kosfob. Hellebore root, white, unshaved, are 
in demand for German and also for American 
account, but nothing is leftin this country, the 
crop being completely exhausted. 

Insect flowers.—Our holders, having succeed- 
ed to make several sales, since beginning of 
last month, at rising prices, last week at fr215@ 
220, have now further raised their pretensions 
and today mean to ask for Dalmatian flowers. 
the extraordinary figure of fr225@260 per 100 
kosfob. Caucagsian flowers, violet, have 
been pushed up to frl105 per 100 kos fob. Only 
afew thousand kilos of each are now left here. 

Canary seed—Several orders for round lots 
have lately been on the market, but nothing 
transacted, limits received having been too 
low. The feeling remains quiet and we believe 
good clean Rodosto seed might now be obtained 
at fr27, perhaps at fr2650 per 100 kos fob. 
We received during the whole of last year 
21,282 bales canary seed aguinst 14,067 bales in 
1882, and 12,182 in 1882. Hempseed—Stock lim- 
ited; prices have nevertheless slightly de- 
clined and good clean Turkish and Russian 
seed might new be obtained at fr35@34 ‘per 100 
kos f o b.

TUESDAY EVENING, April 7, 1885. 

Nothing occurred to disturb the quiet of the 
market until Saturaay. Then the Ackerly test 
well on the Girard farm, on the extreme south- 
eastern voundary of the Thorn Creek pool. 
commenced to gush out crude at the rate ot 
2,000 barrels a day. Yesterday it put about 
1.500 barrels into tank, thus largely swelling the 
production of the field, which had fallen off to 
5,000 barrels per day. The Philips & Girard 
well, on the same tract, also started iu as a good 
Producer. Yesterday her output was 630 bar- 
rele, 

These wells extend the possible limits of the 
pool to the southeast. The trade is on the rag- 
ged edge, and until the field is thoroughly de- 
fined, a heavy and cxtremelv sensitive market 
may be expected. The market, which is three 
cents lower than it was three weeks ag”, will 
Probably not decline much below to-day’s quo- 
tations. Speculation bas been dull, and the 
business of the week has been mostly confined 
to room trading. Until the Thorn Creek cloud 
is dispelled, no immediate change can be ex- 
pected for the better. 

The news from the field this morniag was 
uninteresting. The Ackerly had declined to 41 
barrelsand the Phillips & Girard to 26 barrels 
per hour. Already these ventures show signs 
of drainage. All the Thorn Creek wells to-day 
are producing 8.395 barrels. The Producers No 
18 gauged 25, und the Fisher No 14 52 barrels 
per hour. The Painter well is still one of the 
mysteries. Itis expected that the plugs will 
be ¢rilled out next week. Several welis in the 
rich streak are in the s nd, and will be brought 
in within the next ten days. It is probable that 
ere May flowers bloom, the production of the 
pool may mount as high as 12,000 barrels per 
day. 

The statistical position could not well be im- 
proved upon. The production is between 
10,00 and 15.000 barrels below the consumption, 
and in consequence the drain upon stocks is 
quite heavy. This decline, which comes largely 
from the old wells, has been going on for the 
last fuur months, and will continue for months 
to come. Thorn Creek with its mighty gushers 
has not been able to offset the great decline 
which is prevalent in the older fields. This, 
too, in the face of the fact that hundreds ol 
the old wells have been cleaned out and their 
production temporarily renewed. 


Everybody was surprised when the Ackerly 
came in as a gusher. Its location is 21 rods 
south of a line from Mushbrush No.5 tothe 
Markham well, and about 110 rods from each 
Nothing better than a 50! or 60) barrel well was 
expected there. This well seems to prove the 
existence of so e prolific territory between 
the Markbam and the Murphy well, unless it be 
an exceptional producer. Whether this streak 
is narrow or not will soon be decided by the 
c mpletion of Producers’ No. 15 and Murphy 
No 8, both of which are south of the Ackerley 
well. Producers’ 15 is twenty-five rods of it 
southwest acd Murphy No.3 is sixty rods south 
of it. 

The story of the week is easily tolé. Upto 
Saturday tle market was dull, heavy and un- 
interesting. ‘The bulls were seemingly afraid 
to put on their horns, the bears retired to their 
corne: and sucked their paws, while the pykers 
with the lambs bleated composedly on the out- 
side. No one seemed willing to make an ag- 
gressive move, On Wednesday the brokers 
killed time by playing all kinds of April fool 
jokes. The market which opened at 81%c at 
the New York aud 8Ic at the National, touched 
8it4c, sagged off to £0%c, closing at that figure 
at the National, 8034c at the New York, 20}4c at 
Bradford and Oil City and ¢0%c at Pittsburg. 
Thorn Creek's gauge incicated s¥e0 bbls.

Observations on Oil and Gas. 

The learned gentleman who is the author of 
the “Quiet Observations” which appear periodi- 
cally in a Pittsburg exchange, discusses in a 
wise strain on the probable origin of petroleum 
and natural gas. There is so much that is 
readable in the article that it is given below: 

Where does natural gas come from? 

What is petroleum and how did it get shut up 
in those deep subterranean pools? 

Are these being produced at present or have 
they been buried since the crust of the earth 
became hard enough to shut them in? 

Are they exhaustible? 

These are questions that no man can answer 
to the satisfaction of every other man, neither 
can any one particular theory be demonstrated 
to be absolutely correct. 

What advantage would accurate knowledge 
afford to the public generally or even to those 
interested either in the production or use of oil 
or gas? 

Accurate information in this case would de- 
stroy the speculative value of these products 
and enable manufacturers to permanently ar- 
rapge their mills for whichever kind of fuel 
they might determine upon. Oil exchanges 
and gas companies would cease to exist. 

To the minds of a majority of people this is 
just what the times demand, There would be 
no opportunity for speculation, or at least not 
as it is carried on now, but it might be con- 
ducted in some other form. 

But no matter what effect such knowledge 
would have on the oil and gas business, the 
question of their origin still retains its interest 
and its mystery. 

Geologists tell us that the reason there is no 
gas in some sections is because the rocks are 
standing on their edges, which arrangement 
permitted the gas to escape as fast as it was 
formed; also that the same arrangement per- 
mitted the oil to evaporate and pass out with 
the gas. 


hausted is it not possible that the ocean beds 
may furnish fields richer still than those we 
even now begin to regard as being unequal to 
possible demands ? 

We may laugh at the meat-pie theory of coal 
formation, and turn up our noses at the sug- 
gestion that the lakes of ou:! are the turreens of 
gtavy that percolated through the pebbly un- 
dercrust and trickled through the cracks in 
the bottom of the immense pie pan, yet we can 
readily see how scientists of no mean attain- 

ments could have reached just such conclu- 
sions. 

The phenomena of the present times will 
scarcely. furnish a hint of the phenomena pecu- 
liar to the early ages of the world, as the few 
lithographs found in the rucks and the scatter- 
ing mummies preserved by petritaction or 
antiseption clearly intimate. If the coal beds 
were formed, as our more recent scientists 
aver, by the cycas family, of wkich the sago 
palm is about the only existing specimen, it 
would have required untold ages to have pru- 
duced forests of sufficient extent to have made 
even a little vein of coal, unless their growth 
was much more rapid than it is now. 

As the atmosphere was very rich in carbonic 
acid gas, as shown by the luxuriant vegetuble 
growths, and also in vital elements, as the 
giant birds and reptiles indicate, is it not pu. si- 
ble that all forms of life developed much mure 
rapidly and matured in far less time than now? 

How much less? 

That is a question for the scientist to answer 

It may be reasonably inferred that if a 10 per 
cent solution of an acid will decompose a 
given weight of metal in half the time required 
by a5 per cent solution, an atmosphere 10 per 
cent richer in vital elements, aided by corres - 
pondingly favorable conditions, would produce 
results in 10 per cent less time. As tuere are 
no limits to which these favorable conditions 
might have been extended i: itimprobable that 
one year in the early ages of the world might 
have been equivalent, in point of developing 
animal and vegetable life, to ten,or even a 
hundred, or possibly a thousand years of the 
present. 

To the God of Nature “a thousand years are 
as one day and one day as a thousand years.” 

Could the conditions necessary for the growth 
of a tree not have been of such a favorable 
character as to have enabled it to mature in 
one year then, whereas it now requires a cen- 
tury? The present age, or rather all the ages 
of which we have a very exact knowledge, 
have been adapted to the development of map. 
During these the growth of the world is scarcely 
perceptible, which of itself is presumptive evi- 
dence that the world grew under other condi- 
tions. 

When the earth was completed the necessity 
for extreme degrees of heat, abundance of 
carbonic acid gas and a corresponding supply 
of oxygen and ozone had passed away, where- 
upon the primal law of nature which forbids 
the existence of unnecessary things, curtailed

1) Nothing in particular. 

§ The gas may have been shut up in rocky gas- 
ometers for ages. or it may be the result of the 
decomposition of shale, or the distillation of 
animal matter disseminated throughout cer- 
tain strata, or it may be a product of vegetable 
matter that has been completely dissipated by 
excessive heat or it may come direct from the 
eternal fires burning beneath the crust of the 
earth, 

It makes no difference to the gas whether 
you know where it comes from or not, it comes 
all the same. That which concerns the terres- 
trial being most is how to take careof it after 
reaches his level. He may speculate as to its 
origin with perfect safety, but it is not safe to 
fool with it in its present state, either asa me- 
chanical agent or a basis for stock operations.

Ten thousand eyes and five thousand intel- 
lects, which at the lowest estimate represent 
the broker element on the downtown ex- 
changes, have for a focus, at the moment, the 
gilded halls where the Solons of the Senate 
Chamber tell the reople of the Empire State 
what is good for them. A few days ago the 
Pennsylvania brokers and speculators were 
under the fire of their Legislature. The oil men, 
however, waged a relentless war upon the en- 
emy end succeeded in stamping the life out of 
the Quick bill. Now the battle ground has 
been transferred over the line. and New York- 
ers who speculate are on the anxious seat. This 
dispatch was read at the Exchangesjlast Satur- 
day:— 

The Senate Judiciary Committee has reported 
favorably Mr. Vedder's bill regulating purchase 
and sale of stocks, certificates, etc. e feature 
of the bill is that no person, partnership nor 
corporation shall sell any certificate. receipt, 
etc. without delivering at the time of sale, or 
on the day of sale, such certificate, receipt,ete., 
or furnishing the buyer with the serial num- 
bers and dates of such certificates, receipts, etc. 
Penalties for violationg this act are fines of 
not less than $100 nor more than $500, or im- 
prisonment not exceeding six months, or both. 


Colonel Moller, of the Consolidated Stock and 
Petroleum Exchange, said: 

“ The story that this bill is aimed against us is 
untrue. It is directed against every exchange 
in the city. Senator Vedder says it isa move 
to break up what he calls the interminable 
gambling in Wall street. The same bill was 
defeated in the Pennsylvania Legislature, and 
is shortly to come up before the Legislatures 
of Ohio and New Jersey. The true inwardness 
of the bill I have not been able to ascertain,but 
itis one of those bills which only legislators 
know how to frame. 

“I appeared,” continued Colonel Moller, 
‘ for the stock department of our exchange be- 
fore the Judiciary Committee a few days ago, 
aud L. V. DeForest was there to represent our 
oil department, for cruce petroleum certificates 
and every speculative commodity is alike 
affected by the preposterous propositions con- 
tained in Senator Vedder's bill. We opposed 
its passage, and informed the committee that if 
it became a law every exchange in the city 
would be forced to close its doors. Our banks 
and moneyed institutions who loan money on 
stocks should also put forth every effort to de- 
feat the bill, for it it passes it destroys markets 
in which ready trading in these securities is 
done.”

A Bill to Regulate Pipe Line Storage. 


Senator Boggs, of Cambria County, has in- 
troduced a bill inthe Pennsylvania Legislature, 
that creates as much interest in oil cir- 
cles, as did the Bates anti speculation bill. It 
is entitled “An act for the regulation of storage 
of petroleum by pipe line and other storage 
companies ion this Commonwealth.” The bill is 
as foliows: 

From and after the passage of this act it 
shall not be lawful for any pipe line company, 
or any other company engaged in the storage 
or transportation of petroleum in this Com- 
monwealth, to charge, demand or receive for 
the storage of petroleum more than % cent per 
barrel of 42 gallons for any period not exceed- 
ing 15 days, or more thun 3% cents per barrel for 
storage of the same for any calendar month, 
when oil is less than $1 per barrel; 1 cent per 
barrel when the price is above $1, and 144 cents 
when the price is above $1 50 per barrel. 

Sec, 2—No pipe line or storage company shall 
take down, remove or cut Off from its general 
system of tankage, any tank of other recepta- 
cle used for the storage of petroleum with the 
intent to deprive any producer or producers of 
petroleum of reasonable facilities for the stor- 
age thereof, or sever its pipe connections with 
the tank at the well of any producer of petro- 
leum with the intent to deprive such producer 
of reasonable facilities for the removal and 
storage of his product, or place any unjust or 
unreasonable conditions on the receipt of stor- 
age or transportation by pipe of any petro- 
leum, or make any undue or unreasonable 
charge or assessment for the shrinkage, evap- 
oration or waste of any petroleum in its cus- 
tody, or make on account of insurance any 
general average charge or assessment for any 
petroleum not actually lost or destroyed. 

The penalty for violation of any of the pro- 
visions cf this act is the payment by the pipe 
line or storage company of three times the ac- 
tual damage sustained, and an additional $1,000. 
Any agent or employe violating this law shall 
be deemed guilty of misdemeanor, subject toa 
fine of not less than $1,000 nor more than $5,000 
and imprisonment of not less than six months 
nor more than two years. When a suit for 
violation is carried to the Supreme Court and 
the company is adjudged guilty it forfeits its 
franchises and charter. 


A Talk on Petroleum. 


Mr. Silas H. Payne, of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, gave an interesting talk on “Petroleum 
and its Products’ at the Y. M. C. A. last Wed- 
nesday night. Mr. Payne is avery agreeable 
and interesting speaker and thoroughly famil- 
iar with his subject. On a large table before 
him were placed a number of specimens of 
crude and refined oil and its various other pro- 
ducts. The speaker asked: “What is petrole- 
leum?” and then eaid that the chemist would 
answer 86 per cent carbon and 14 per cent hy- 
drogen. The geologist would reply “it is one 
of the four forms of bitumen.” There are 
many theories as to its origin, such as “*cbemi- 
cal action,” “decomposition of animal and veg- 
etable matter,” and “indigenous to the rock in 
which it is found,” but the fact is it is all guess 
work and we know nothing positively about it. 
It is found all over the world, in Mexico, South 
America, China, Japan, and throughout Eu- 
rope, and in fourteen of the States of our own 
country and Canada. 

It is found in a stratum of sand stone at 
depths varying from 100 to 2,000 feet and of va- 
rious colors, light straw color at Smuith’s Ferry, 
Pa., brown at Bradford, green at Butler, and 
dark brown or black in Canada. The first oil 
well was bored by Colonel Drake in 1858, a six- 
ty-nine feet well being sunk. The location and 
sinking of the wells was then very fully ex- 
plained. After the completion of the wella 

nitro-glycerine torpedo is sunk in it to shatter 
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surrounding rock, and the oil then begins to 
flow. Wells are five and a half inches iu diame- 
ter. About 3,000 new wells are suok yearly, 
Their average life is five years, and the yield 
from twenty to twenty-five barrelsaday. The 
total production in 1880 was 157,000,090 barrels. 
The oilis stored in immense tanks of 30,000 
barrels, and then trrnsported by pipe lines, re- 
fined and placed on the market, 

Among the products of distillation are light 
and heavy oils, paraffine o‘ls and wax, anda 
residue of coke. Out of every 100 gallons there 
are 10 to 15 gallons of naphtha; 50 to 70 gallons 
of burning oils, 5 per cent of residuum, anda 
loss of 10 per cent. In closing Mr. Payne said 
there was no probability of the vast stores of 
oil ever giving out, great regions being as yet 
quite untouched.— Cleveland Leader.

The Baldridge and Thorn Creek runs in- 
creased at the rate of 1150 barrels a day in Feb- 
ruary. During the same time Cherry Grove, 
Cooper and Balltown declined 160 and Ward- 
well 314 barrels per diem.

The past week has been a quiet one as re- 
gards the chemical market, which is usually 
the case during Easter week when there is al- 
most a total absence of news from abroad by 
cable. There is a firm tone to the market, with 
stocks of soda ash never so light as at present, 
and they are gradually being reduced, Bleach- 
ing powder under full supply, is weak and dull. 
Caustic soda has come forward freely, the 
greater part however being under contractand 
in no way will it affect the market. Since the 
reduction of the salt decomposition has been 
made, as noted in our last, the tone of the 
market for all grades of chemicals is firmer 
and the tendency is to a higher range of val- 
ues. The light chemicals are all better under 
an improved demand. Muriate of potash has 
been quite active, as noted below. Kainit 
continues scarce both for prompt delivery and 
forshipment, Nitrate soda under roports of 
an advance on the coast, is higher for ship- 
ments, but no change is noted for spot lots 
which have been further augmented by a fresh 
arrival. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cont of the various 
Liverpool brands is somewhat firmer than 
when we last reviewed this market on account 
of more favorable news from abroad that 
prices are tending upwards. The demand here, 
however, has been light as buyers are not yet 
Prepared to pay prices demanded by sellers. 
There have been several arrivals during the 
week, allof which have gone into consump- 
There has been a fair jodbing trade with sales 


of 75 tons reported at prices ranging from 14@ 
1 60c as to brand and quantity. High test is a 
shade firmer with nothing better than 134@ 
1 42}4c being named as to quantity and brand. 
Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co., under date of 
Liverpool, March 26th, say: “At the meeting 
of the Alkali Association referred to in our 
last, it was decided that the decomposition of 
Salt caxe be reduced, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to make the necessary arrangements. 
This has had considerable effect on the views of 
makers, and prices have advanced to 17-32d 
for 48 per cent carbonated and 13 16d for 48 
per cent caustic up to 144d for high test.” 
Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
brands is steady under an improved demand 
for forward shipments. For some brands a 
shade over last week’s quotation is demanded 
and while the tone of the market is one of 
strength buyers do not respond as promptly as 
some of the dealers would like, especially for 
parceles on dock, which are obtainable at a 
shade under our quotations, as holders prefer 
not to store if they can avoid it. The sales 
comprise 50 tons at 1 35@1 40c as to brand and 
moment, the quotations ranging from 1324%@ 
(3gc as to brand, quantity and date of delivery. 
Alkali 36 per cent is very dullat the moment, 
and is nominally quoted at 120@125c, as to 


quantity. High testis moving slowly at the 


brand and quactity. The day following our 
last there was quite a demand for BM 48 per 
cent, and several sales were made for forward 
de — at 140@1 4244c; the market closes firm 
atl: While there has been free arrivals of 
bigh rie BM during the week, at the close 
there is almost nothing obtainable for prompt 
delivery, as the bulk of them were under con- 
tract for consumption. For forward shipments 
there hus been an active demand, and several 
contracts, aggregating several hundred tons, 
have been placed at prices ranging from 1344@ 
142.4c, as to quantity and date of shipment. 
The market closes firm at 1 40@1 45c, as to quan- 
tity. The other high test refined alkalies are in 
better request, and prices are firmer under re- 
ports ofa higher market abroad, and nothing 
better than 1 60@1 65c was named at the close 
for the various brands. 

Newcastle ash, 48 per cent, on account of the 
non-arrival of steamers on way, is very scarce 
on the spot for prompt delivery, hence consid- 
erable difficulty is experienced by brokers to 
fill their orders, when prompt shipment is de- 
sired. The result has been to see quite an ad- 
vance in prices for spot goods. These steam- 
ers on way, are’expected to bring full car- 
goer, but as the bulk of them has already been 
placed for consumption no relief is expected, 
The sales comprise 150 tons to arrive at prices 
ranging from 13g@1 40c as to quantity, and 25 
tons on the spotat 145@l}¢c. High test isin 
the same position as regards stocks, which are 
unusually light on the spot. There have been 
several large orders in the market for ship- 
ments up to September, but as they are so 
much below the present prices demanded by 
sellers nothing has been done, except the sale of 
100 tons to arrive by steamer due at 13c, and 25 
tons at140c. There are holders, however, who 
are quoting 135c their option of brands and 
test for April and May shipments. There is a 
steamer due at Philadelphia which will bring a 
full cargo of chemicals, which has nearly all 
been placed, except a small portion of ash and 
sal soda. 

Bleaching powder has; come {freely to hand 
thus giving a surplusof stocks, which have 
been hard to place,even though holders were 
disposed to accept apy respectable offer that 
buyers might make, in the absence of these 
several lots have been placed in store. The ad- 

vance in ocean freights, and the further reduo 


tion in the output by the makers abroad.has ap- 
parently had no effect upon this market. New- 
castle makes are offered quite freely at 140@ 
1 45c, at which a few sales have been made. In 
prime high test Liverpool brands there has only 
been a moderate demand, with sales of 50 casks 
reported at 1 55@160c as to quantity, holder 
test and brand. Late mail advices quote the 
foreign market as being firm at £6 12s 6d, with 
£6 10s bid without success. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent is meeting with the 
usual jobbing demand, with sales of 75 dms re- 
ported at prices ranging fcom 274@2 95c, as to 
quantity and brand. There have been large 
arrivals of high test since our last report, all of 
which, however, goes into consumption. There 
have been several orders in the market for 
April steamer shipment at 255c, which were 
declined, though it is reported that 400 dms 
were placed at 2 57}4c; at the close the market 
is firmer under reports of a higher market 
abroad, with 2 60@25gc quoted for shipments, 
and 2 65@2 75c for spot parcels, as to quantity, 
brand, and holder. Massrs. Robert Crooks & 
Co, under date of Liverpool, March 26, say: 
“Caustic Soda.—Owing to the proposed restric- 
tion, and the consequent advanced prices for 
salt cake, prices of this article has been raised 
2s 6d per ton, and a further improvement ap- 
pears likely. For 60 per cent £7 lis 6d is now 
lowest quotation, and £8 17s 6d is asked for 70 
per cent. Sellers below these figures have been 
cleaned out, and a fair business has been done 
at the minimum figures given in our last re- 
port,” 

Sal soda English is a shade firmer than when 
we last wrote. The absence of arrivals has 
given a firmer tone to the market, with 1 05@ 
110c being quoted forstore parcels, while for 
lots on way 1@1 02}¢c is named as to brand and 
quantity, with sales of 75 tons reported within 
the range. 

Sal soda American is meeting with an im- 
proved demand for shipment west by canals 
who are now receiving freight. Thesales com- 
prise 175 tons at prices ranging from 87}4c@90c 
f o b, less 14% per cent for cash as to make and 
style of package. 

Salt cake is meeting with more demand for 
shipments, but as the market has been so much 
firmer abroad since the reduction in the salt 
decomposition importers are only offering in 
limited quantities and decline to shade 60@65c 
as to quantity and date of shipment. The sales 
comprise 125 tons within the rarge. 

Granulated crystals and carbouate ot soda

Several of the 
Paris green makers have contracted for fur- 
ther supplies to carry them through the season.

The free arrivals of oxalic acid and the lim- 
ited demand from the mills in the East keeps 
values of this article in a somewhat unsettled 
state. Consequently what sales are being made 
are mostly for jobbing orders for which prices 
range from 934@9%c from dock and 1l0@l0¢c 
from store as to quantity and holder. 

As noticed in our last, manufacturers of tar- 
taric acid advanced price on Wednesday last 2c 
per pound all around. The result has been to 
stimulate trade and several contracts have 
been placed at the advance. Sales are reported 
of 25 bbis crystals at 43}44@44}¢c and 15 bbls of 
powdered at 41}44@46}¢c as to make and quan- 
tity. 

Since the opening of the month there has 
been an improved demand for the various 
grades of acids. Several large orders have been 
received for shipment soon as river and canal 
navigation opens, thus confirming the previous 
reports that stocks in consumers hands 
throughout the country are light.

Bulk acid is also moving 
more freely especially for parcels for early 
spring shipment.

Ammonias, Potashnes and Fertil- 
izing Chemicals. 

Since the opening of the month there has 
been an improved demand for fertilizing chem- 
icals. Stocks of some grades, however, cen- 
tinue light and in some cases an advance over 
our previous quotation has been established. 
Sulphate of ammonia is meeting with an im 
proved demand at prices ranging from 3@3!4c 
as to make and quantity Azotine is scarce and 
held firm at 225@230c as to quantity. The 
stocks of the various grades of blood continue 
light for prompt delivery with prices held firm 
at $2 20@2 25 as to quality and quantity. Kie- 
serite is out of stock on the spot 


quantity and date of shipment. Sulphate of 
potash is scarce on the spot and held firm at 
125c. For shipments during April and May 
there have been sales of 75 tons at 1 15c and 100 
tons for later months at lc. 

Stocks of chlorate of potash crystals on the 
spot are being very much reduced, conse- 
quently values are somewhat firmer at 154%@ 
155c as to brand and quantity with sales of 75 
kegs reported within the range. Powdered is 
dull and neglected at 15}4@1534c as to quantity 
and brand. 

Sal ammoniac lump has sold to the extent of 
10 casks at 944c. Muriate of ammonia continues 
to come freely to hand, and is rather hard to 
sell at the moment. Sales are reported of 15 
casks at prices ranging from 734@9c as to qual- 
ity and quantity. 

There have been free arrivals of muriate of 
potash during the week by both steam and sail, 
the bulk of which was placed previous to arri- 
val for consumption. There have been several 
resales on the spot at 185@1 90c, the market 
closing firm at the latter quotation. For steam- 
er shipments they are quoting 1 724@175c as to 
quantity, and for future sailshipments over the 
year 1 67}44@1 70c as to quantity and date of 
shipment. with sales of 650 tons reported within 
the range. 

Kainit in the absence of arrivals is very 
scarce On the spot, and what little is procura- 
ble is held $1050@11 per ton. On account of 
the scarcity of vessels abroad it is almost im- 
possible to give quotations for future ship- 
ments, though some holders are quoting $7 50@ 
8. For vessels supposed to be on way they are 
asking $850, but as there is nothing definite 
about the date of shipment it is almost impos- 
sible to effect sales.

Philadelphia Chemical Market. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 6, 1885, 
The improvement noted last week continues, 


holders reporting the volume of business 
larger than it has been for some weeks past. A 
much better feeling exists over the outlook for 
the future. Prices are firm and in some in- 
stances are higher, with prospects of a still fur- 
ther advance; especially is:this the case with 
goods forshipment. Arrivals have not been 
heavy and in most instances have been placed 
from dock when not required to fill existing 
contracts. Spot goods are in sufficient supply 
for immediate wants only. 

Carbonated soda ash, Liverpool, 48 per cent, 
is firm and advancing; spot goods are now held 
at 155@1 60c, while to arrive holdersare naming 
150@1 55¢ as to brand and quantity. Demand 
is only moderate. Fifty-eight per cent contin- 
ues dull, both for spot and to arrive, and figures 
remain unchanged.

Washing and Bleaching Soap. 


Bouzon, in Marseilles, has patented the fol- 
lowing process for making a washing and 
bleaching soap, in France. The materials used 
are: 

50 kilos palm kernel oilor palm oil (bleached). 

25 ** cocoanut oil. 

25 “ tallow or bone fat. 

125 “ caustic soda, 22 deg. B. 

1 “ borax in 18 litres water, 

10 “ ammonia water, 22 deg. B. 

9 “ oil of turpentine, 

The fats are first clarified, and then saponified 
with 50 kilos of the lye. The mags is next heat- 
ed to boiling and the balance of the lye is added 
in quantities of 10 kilos at intervals of 10 
minutes. As soon as the whole is thoroughly 
combined, the borax solution is added, and en- 
ergetically crutched in. At the end of about 
one-half hour the fire is removed and the soap 
is left at rest until it has become luke warm. 
Then the oil of turpentine is crutcned into the 
soap, and finally the ammonia is added. The 
boiler is covered and the soap is kept at a tem- 
perature of 45-50 deg. C. for six hours, after 
which it is transferred to the frames where it 
soons hardens. 

The ammonia renders the soap more soluble 
and increases its detergent properties. The 
borax delaysthe hardening of the soap mass 
and dissolves the resinous bodies.—Seifenfabri- 
kant.

Fertilizers. 

The following is taken from Bulletin 14 of 
the Mass achusetts Experiment Station:— 

The market reports of centers of trade in 
New England, New York and New Jersey, 
aside from consultations with leading manu- 
facturers of fertilizers, furnish us the neces- 
sary information regarding the current trade 
value of fertilizing ingredients. The subse- 
quent statement of trade values is obtained by 
taking the average of the wholesale quotations 
in New York and Boston, during the six 
months preceding March Ist, 1885, and increas- 
ing them by 20 per cent to cover expenses for 
sales, credits, etc. They are recognized and ac- 
cepted by the experiment stations of Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts and New Jersey.

The New York Salt Beds. 

Prof. J. 8. Newberry, of Columbia College, 
New York, communicates the following article 
on the reported discovery of rock salt near 
Buffalo and its relations to known deposits. 
He says: “Reference has been made in the daily 
press to a reported discovery of rock salt in the 
vicinity of Buffalo, with ;quotations from a let- 
ter which is going the round of the papers. As 
the subject is one of considerable scientific in- 
terest and economic importanee, and as this 
letter contains several! errors, | venture to send 
a few notes which will bring this discovery into 
its true relation with others of similar charac- 
ter made elsewhere, and which promises to add 
largely to the heretofore known resources of 
our State. It is said ia the letter to which I 
have referred that at East Aurora, seventeen 
miles southeast from Buffalo, at the depth of 
1350 feet, a body of rock salt sixty-five feet in 
thickness has been penetrated in boring for oil. 
Also that the well is filled with brine, which is 
“about 60 per cent salt,” that the geological

formation is there the same as in the oil region 
of Pennsylvania, and that this discovery is in- 

| consistent with conclusions of geologists, upon 
whom it brings discredit, ete. 

Now without having any later or more accu- 
rate in formation with regard to this discovery, 
I do not hesitate to say that the author of the 
letter is wrong as to the geological formation, 
the views of geologists and the strength of the 
brine. 

First—The strata underlaying East Aurora 
are not those penetrated by the oil wells of 
Pennsylvania, but lie many hundred feet lower 
in the geological scale, since they belong to the 
upper Silurian system, while the oil bearing 
rocks are carboniferous and upper Devonian. 

Second—No brine can contain more than 40 
per cent. of salt, the possible quantity varying 
from 23 to 40 per cent. according to the tem- 
perature of the solution. 

First—Though unknown to geologists as 
to others, the discovery of a sheet cf rock salt at 
East Aurora harmonizes with all other facts 
known in regard to the geology of Western New 
York, and if unexpected will not be sur- 
prising to geologists. 

Many of your readers know that in boring for 
oil, rock salt has been struck ina number of 
places in the upper valley of the Genesee, and 
preparations are now making to work the salt 
beds. The limits of this salt bed have not been 
determined, and it would not be all surprising 
if the announced discovery at East Aurora 
should be confirmed, and the salt deposits be 
found to extend continuously to and perhaps 
beyond this point, which is not more than fifty 
miles distant from the Genesee salt wells. It 
will thus be seen that the discovery at East 
Aurora is principally important as indicating a 
greater extension of the salt fleld of Western 
New York than was before known. It is even 
possible that the area of this field is really much 
greater than has been imagined, for the salt de- 
posits of the Genesee Valley may extend east as 
well as west, and they may cven reach to con- 
nect with those recently discovered by boring 
near the Pennsylvania line south of Syracuse. 

All the salt deposits of New York apparently 
occur in one formation, that which has been 
called for that reason the Onondaga Salt 
Group, or more recently, the Salina Formation, 
a& part of the Upper Silurian system. This 
seems to be the deposit of a great salt lake 
which occupied Central and Western New 
York, Northern Pennsylvania, Northeastern 
Ohio, and Southern Ontario. Its outlines are 
not yet definitely traced, and may have been 
quite irregular, but probably included an area 
as great as that of Lake Huron or, perhaps, 
Lake Superior. In this lake, beside the land- 
wash, which is now represented by the colored 
shales and maris seen about Syracuse, were de- 
posited great sheets of gypsum and rock salt, 
und when the water surface was more extend- 
ed, the impure limestones which form the 
well-known “Water Lime Group,” from which 
so much hydraulic cement is made on the 
Hudson and in Central and Western New 

York. About Goderich, Canada, near the 
northern margin of the old salt lake, rock salt 
has been found inanumber of wells, forming 
beds two to sixty-five feet in thickness inter- 
stratified with gypsum and water lime. At 
Sandusky, Ohio, near the western border of 
the old lake, where its sediments are not more 
than forty feet in thickness they include beds 
of gypsum which are the basis of an important 
industry. At Syracuse the salt is not obtained 
directly from the Salina formation but from 
brine pumped from wells which penetrate a 
«reat mass of sand, gravel, etc., that fills one of 
the old buried channels formed when the con- 
tinent stood, higher above the ocean than now 
—before the ice period, when they were toa 
large extent filled and obliterated—and its sur- 
face was deeply scored along the lines of 
drainage. The old channel at Salina, cutting 
across the strata, receives the drainage from 
deeply-buried beds of salt, long ago suspected 
to exist, which have lately been discovered by 
borings in the country south. Salt being very 
soluble, rain falling on the surface and pene- 
trating the rocks to these beds of salt has 
gradually dissolved them to form brine, which 
flowing down to a lower level, has filled the 
reservoir formed by the old channel referred 
to, and from this has been pumped up and 
evaporated. 

The salt deposits of the Salina Group exhibit 
an interesting diversity of composition. Some 
are almost chemically pure, while others con- 
tain a large quantity of chloride of calcium, 
chloride of magnesium, sulphate of magnesia, 
etc.. which constitute the “bitterns” of the salt 
boilers. These differences are apparently the 
result of different conditions under which the 
precipitates were made. Salt water containusa 
great variety of substances held in solution, 
among which gypsum, Common galt, sulphate 
of soda, sulphate of magnesia and the chlorides 
mentioned are most abundant. When it is 
evaporated these salts are thrown down in the 
inverse order of their solubilities. For exame 
ple, the sulphate of lime (gypsum being the 
least soluble, is first deposited; then when the 
solution is more concentrated, chloride of sodi- 
um and the other salts in order, until finally 
only the deliquescent salts mentioned are left. 
These have such affinity for water that they do 
not exist in nature except in solution,and after 
being artificially prepared rapidly absorb mois- 
ture from the atmosphere. These facts give 
us an explanation of the varying purity of the 
salt,and the occurrence in certain places of 
great sheets of gypsum, Where a Jand-locked 


basin receives the drainage of the surrounding 
country—which, though apparently pure wa- 
ter, always contains some salt—by evaporation 
the water becomes “‘salt;’’a characteristic of all 
undrained lakes, Great Salt Lakeand the Dead 
Sea being good examples, If such asolution 
should be further concentrated,the least soluble 
ingredient, gypsum, would be first thrown 
down, and a sheet of this might be precipitated 
while yet all the other saline constituents were 
held in solution. With further evaporation a 
belt or margin of gypsum would be left around 
the shallower portions of the lake, and chemi- 
cally pure salt would be deposited when the 
concentration passed the point of saturation 
for salt. The diminished waters now retiring 
to the deepest parts of the basin would leave 
behind them in places sheets of pure salt, while 
the precipitates subsequently made would con- 
tain an abnormal quantity of bitterns. 

Just such a record we seem to have inthe 
sediments of the old Salina lake as well asin 
those of later date in other parts of the world; 
the salt of certain localities or certain layers 
being nearly pure, while that of other localities 
or layers contains an undue proportion of im- 
purities. The salt basins of the upper Ohio 
and of Michigan, both distinct from and of 
later age than that we have been considering, 
show the same peculiarities. 

By some writers the gypsum of the Salina 
group, as wellas that of other formations, is 
attributed to the action of acid waters on car- 
bonate of lime, but the continuous sheets of 
gypsum cuntained in the Salina group. sepa- 
rated by thin bands of pure limestone, disprove 
this theory. They are evidently chemical pre- 
cipitates from saline waters, alternating with 
the limestones, which were formed from the 
hard parts of organisms inhabiting the water 
during the intervals when it was pure enough 
to sustain animal life.

Sulphur and Sulphuric Acid. 


Professor Dumas once said that the degree of 
civilization or of prosperity to which any coun- 
try had attained might be measured with tol- 
erable accuracy by the quantity of sulphuric 
acid consumed in that country. In referring 
to this subject, a writer in one of the London 
trade papers concludes with: 

“If we put aside the sulphur mined in Sicily, 
and the vast deposits not yet worked in Ice- 
land, we really do not know where any abun- 
dant supply of this valuable substance is to be 
looked for in nature except in deposits of iron 
pyrites or mundic now worked !n Norway and 
Spain on an extensive scale, as well as in some 
parts of America and Ireland But such de- 
posits do not appear to occur very frequently 
on the earth’s surface. Meantime, we are ex- 
tracting sulphur from the soda residue, and so 
working it over and over again in the form of 
sulphuric acid. 

“In spite of this wonderfully ingenious un- 
dertaking, the importance of which will in- 
crease a8 years roll on, we notice with zome 
pleasure that an important discovery of sul- 
phur has been made in the little island of Saba, 
about 110 miles southeast of St. Thomas. It is 
a volcanic island, that is, of volcanic origin, 11 
miles in circumference, and rises 2,800 feet out 
of the ocean. The sulphur as mined in Sicily 
averages about 30 per cent of pure sulphur; 
that of the island of Saba is said to be consid- 
erably richer. This isiand belongs to the 
Dutch. 

“Of recent years one or two deposits of sul- 
phur have been found in California, and the 
soilround Clear Lake yields about half its 
weight of pure brimstone, which is largely 
worked, and now supplies manufactories of 
sulphuric acid erected in the neighborhood,”

The Pennsylvania Salt Manufactur- 


ing Company. 


This company owns two large works, one 
situated at Natrona, near Pittsburg, and the 
other at Philadelphia. The Natrona works 
were established about the year 1856, for the 
manufacture of caustic soda and soda ash by 
the Le Blane process. This process, however, 
was given up, and cryolith, imported from 
Greenland, adopted for the production of soda. 
This mineral is a double flouride of albuminum 
and sodium. The process in use is briefly as 
follows: The cryolith is first finely ground, 
intimately mixed with lime, andthe mixture 
then turnaced. This causesa decomposition to 
take place, and the production of aluminate of 
soda and flouride of calcium. The aluminate 
of soda being soluble, is dissolved out, and car- 
bonic acid passes through the solution. This 
carbonate of soda is used for the production of 
bicarbonate of soda, and the alumina being 
perfectly free from iron, gives, by simply mix- 
ing it with sulphuric acid, a very pure sulphate 
of alumina. 

The Philadelphia works are of more recent 
date than those at Natrona. The chief articles 
manufactured are sulphuric acid and large 
quantities of alum. Altogether, the Pennsyl- 
vania, Salt Manufacturing Company is a most 
flourishing concern. The paid up capital is 
about $2,000,000, and their shares standata 
high premium. It cannot be denied, however,that 
high, and in many cases prohibitory duties 
have largely added to the profits of the com- 
pany, and if free trade were established, it 
would be very doubtful if they could success- 
fully compete with our English manufacturers 
in many of the articles they produce. 
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Finding a Bed of Natural Soap. 


The latest discovery is a vast deposit of nat- 
ural soap near Corning in Ohio. As the story 
runs a party of hunters in the “ Big Woods” 
built a fire against a rocky hillside for the pur- 
pose of preparing a meal. The heat splitoff a 
large fragment of solid stone and to their great 
surprise aslippery substance ofa dirty yellowish 
color began to run from little perforations on 
the face of the rock. This substance had a con- 
sistency similar to that of molasses in cold 
weather. After gathering a quantity of the 
stuff the discoverers managed to stop the out- 
flow. Samples are said to have been sent to 
leading chemists throughout the country, who, 
with one accord, pronounced it nearly a pure 
article of soap. Scientists suggest that this de- 
posit is owing to a combination of lakes of pot- 
ash and rivers of essential oils within the 
subterranean caverns underlying the great 
coal treasures of Southern Ohio. The story 
sounds like one of Baron Munchausen’s tales, 
yet it is said thata company with a capital of 
$200,000 is being formed to work this natural 


soap mine.—Cleveland Leader.

Regulating the Sale of Poison. 


The leading features of the proposed English 
law known as the Poisons bill prepared by the 
Privy Council, are as follows: 

To transfer from the Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety to the Privy Council exclusive control of 
the regulations respecting the sale of poisons. 

To give to the latter body power to frame 
and institute regulations for storing poiscns. 

To create a new class of poisons which may 
be sold by any person who will observe the pro- 
visions concerning labeling. 

To prevent the sale of what may be called 
**medical poisons” to persons under seventeen 
years of age. 

To repeal the exemption granted to patent 
medicines by the Pharmacy Act, 1868, and to 
provide that those containing poisonous in- 
gredients should be labeled “To be used with 
caution.”’ 

To legalize the dealing in poisons by compa- 
nies who employ a qualified assistant. 


To create a distinction between medicines 
supplied on the prescription of medical men 
and those supplied by a chemist and druggist 
without such prescription.

A New Glycerin Anhydrator. 


A.B. Frenzel. of this city, has lately com- 
pleted and patented a simple and effective ap- 
paratus for reducing crude and refined gly- 
cerin toa heavy Baume density. In addition 
to the reduction a large percentage of the gly- 
cerin carried over by mechanical action is 
recovered—as high as 20 deg. Baume at the 
commencement of the work. A very satis- 
factory test was made at the iron works of 
Messrs. C. H. Delamsater & Co., where the ma- 
chines were built, on Saturday last. A charge 
was placed in the machine of 2,000 lbs. of crude 
of 28 deg. Baume at 60 Fah. and in one hour 
and thirty minutes the entire charge was re- 
duced to 30 deg. 45 Baume at 60 deg. Fah. Man- 
ufacturers of ,nitro-glycerine ,can readiiy see 
the superior advantages they can work under 
by having almost, (if not absolutely), anhydrous 
glycerin as the absence of moisture admits of 
an even grade and low temperature before 
mixing. The machine is the first one builtin 
this country to yield this product, and the 
builders and inventor are prepared to guaran- 
tee the capacity and working of each apparatus. 


The process has a wider scope than the new 
anhydrating of glycerin and will be fully de- 
scribed and illustrated in a subsequent issue of 
this paper. 
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Improved Cinchona Bark. 


A correspondent of the London Chemist & 
Druggist, asks what will the druggist say to 
improved cinchona bark? and goes on to say: 

“There are such things as ciuchona barks of 
poor quality, and some that are to a certain 
extent worthless. Can they not be improved? 
Is there no means by which the price of these 
inferior barks can be brought up to that of the 
first-rate article? It is only too true that a cer- 
tain kind of “improvement” has been effected 
of late years. This is done by means of a refuse 
product, known to chemists as quinodine, 
which can be obtained at a reasonable cost 
from manufacturers of quinine. The inferior 
barks are moistened with an alcoholic solution 
of quinoidine and immediately rolled in cin- 
chona powder. The device is undoubtedly 
ingenious; it is difficult to detect the sophisti- 
cation; but it can be detected, and if any of our 
readers would like to know the process by 
which this is done we shall be happy to supply 
the information in these pages. After all, 
there is not very great harm done in the world 
by the introduction of “improved” bark; it is 
the principle of “improving” that is wrong. 
Unsuspecting dealers are thus caused to pay 
considerably more for their produce than it is 
worth; but as quinoidine really possesses febri- 
fuge qualities, though not so pronounced as 
those of quinine, it appears, from a purely 
medical point of view, to be a very ingenious 
method of getting md of this superfluous quin- 
oidine. The harm done to the manufacture of 
quinine or bark tinctures is not so great; but 
as regards the manufacturer of sulphate of 
quinine, he not only pays more than the hark 
is worth, but the whole of the added quinoidine 
goes into his residues, which gives to the whole 
concern not only a fraudulent but quite a 
comical aspect.’

There is no spevial improvement in the busi- 
ness of the week; the volume of trade keeps up 
steady, and the aggregate jobbing sales will 
compare favorably with this time last year. 
The movement of large lots, however, con- 
tinues slow, Buyers, as a class, are not dis- 
posed to supply future wants, and when order- 
ing are very urgent for prompt shipment of 
goods, which indicates that purchases are only 
made when necessities absolutely require. This 
band-to-mouth business is not expected 
to centinue, as confidence in the stability 
of the markets is growing. There is little 
or no_ speculative feeling, except § in 
gambier, which seems to be in position fora 
realization of better values soon, according to 
views of sellers. Sicily sumac is easier owing 
principally to the limited demand and good 
supply, while domestic continues firm. We 
learn by mail that the alizarine manufacturers 
of Germany have just signed an agreement to 
keep up the standing prices for the next two 
years, so that cOnsumers need not entertain 
any hopes of being able to obtain this coloring 
matter ata lower price for the time that the 
agreement will last, It is reported that the 
Frankfort Alizarine Works have stopped man- 
ufacturing on account of the industry being 
unprofitable. 

Bichromate of potash is meeting with a fair 
demand at the reduced range of 10@104c ac- 
cording to quantity, for both foreign and do- 
mestic. Bichromate of {soda is still quoted at 
844@8lée according to quantity. There is said 
to be very little of the foreign article on the 
murket, and to discourage further importations 

sales of domestic are said to be made at 8c, but 
this lacks confirmation. 

The market for cochineal bas remained inac- 
tive for the past two weeks. No special effort 
has been made to place stocks and buyers are 
slow in making known their wants. Two small 
lots arrived during the week aggregating 44 
bags. The feeling is steady, but the lack of 
business makes values only nominal. More de- 
liveries than usual are reported from London, 
which indicates the commencement of the 
spring movement. 

Cutch bas brought slightly better figures 
since last report, notwithstanding the three re- 
cent arrivals aggregating 3,500 bags. Only 500 
bags of the total receipts remain unsold, as the 
balance is for consumption, and this fact keeps 
the market on a steady basis. The only trans- 
actions of the week were 300 bags diamond S VM 
from store at 544@3‘e. Stock is still obtainable 
in alarge way at 5'4v. Except in a jobbing 
way the demand has been comparatively light. 
The jobbing price is 544@534c, with a moderate 
business reported. 

Gambier seems to be considered a good pur- 
chase at present prices, if we are to judge from 
the speculative character of the business dur- 
ing the week, The Edward Kidder arrived on 
Saturday with about 600 tons, and since arrival 
450 bags have been taken at 444c cash. The same 
price is asked for 20U bags more from the Kid- 
der, while the remainder is held at 45¢c. Just 
previous to arrival of the vessel named, 1U0 tons 
were sold at 45¢c, for equal quantities from the 
Kidder, Leading Wind, due May *0, and Mabel, 
due June 10. We have also sale of 100 tons be- 
ing shipped on Hoogley for Boston. These last 
two sales are said to be on speculative account. 
Futures are attracting more attention, and 
while 45gc is now named for shipment, it is be- 
Heved that 43gc would buy stock on Leading 
Wind, and 45gc on the Mabel. We have cable 
refusal te-day to shade 45¢c for shipment. The 
market seems to be gaining in strength, and as 
the supplies in store are jight, there is a ten- 
dency for a better appreciation of values. The 
Jobbing demand is fair at 434@5c. The stock in 
New York on April 1 was 801 bales and in Bos- 
ton 690 bales. The deliveries since Jan. 1 have 
been 12,203 against 832 of same time last year. 

The sumac market bas been fluctuating late- 
ly and is not on a settied basis, The lack of or- 
ders going abroad has influenced some holders 
of Sicily to release goods at lower figures. 
Prime Sicily isnow obtainable ina large way at 
$82 50@85 00 on spot and it has even been intimat- 
ed that $82 would buy, which isa decline of $2 
from our lowest quotation last week, but other 
brands are held up to $87 50@90, with sales ex 
store of 40 tons at $86 25@87 50. For stock to 
arrive, aslow as $80 has been named, but this is 
an exceptional figure. The Archimede isto 
hand with 1000 bags, part of which was sold to 
arrive. Virginia sumac is without change and 
the advance of last week seems to be main- 
tained for the moment, although sales have 
been made at $48 and stock to arrive is obtain- 
able at same figure, with sales of 25 tons for 
shipment at $48@50. Stock on spot is quoted 
at $50@52 50. 

Indigo is jobbing at former quotations and 
the movement in this way is rather light. Al- 
though the public sales at Calcutta have closed 
for the season as stuted in our last, there is 
some quantity of odds and ends remain- 
ing unsold, and until they are weighed 
up the exact particulars of the season’s 
outturn cannot be given but the crop 
is expected to weigh in the aggregate 164,000

Albu.nen has been in very light request and 
we have no occasion to change the schedule of 
prices. 
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Quinine Alkaloids. 


An inventor has discovered that the alkaloids 
of Peruvian bark occur in plants of the genus 
Artemisia, from which they can be extracted 
either in the ordinary manner or according to 
the following method: The fresh or dried flow- 
ers and seeds,together with the whole plants (the 
best is Artemisia Abrotanum Linn), must be 
chopped fine and digested in diluted acid (sul- 
phuric, hydrochloric acid, &c.). The extracts 


obtained by the diluted acid are neutralised’ 


and precipitated by a base. From the filtered 
moist basic mixture the alkaloids are obtained 
by heat with schist-oil, coal-oil, or petroleum 
having a low boiling-point, or by means of 
alcohol. In the latter case the alcohol must be 
distilled off, the residue must be treated with 
dilute acid, and the alkaloid precipitated by 
means of carbonate of soda or another base. 
From the solution in the hydrocarbons the 
alkaloids can be transformed into salts by 
means of acids, and evaporated afterwards by 
means of carbonate of soda or another base.— 
Journal of the Society of Chemical Industry.
